‘All men are created equal,” “Life, Liberty and the pursuit of Happiness,” 


“free and. independent,” “pledge . . . 


our Lives, our Fortunes, and our 


sacred Honour.” Such were the words below which John Hancock was the 
first to place his name. As news of the Declaration spread throughout the 
colonies, many marked the event with public celebration, but others were 
left sobered and thoughtful by the solemnity of the words they read and 
the finality of the step that had at last been taken. There could be no turn- 


ing back now.

D UE to the present widespread interest 
in the famous Nostradamus prophecies 
there is a growing recognition that there 
may be some foundatidn in the anciently 
held belief in a planned evolution proceed- 
ing according to recurrent time cycles, 
whose effects could therefore be deduced 
and prophesied. The great clock of these 
cycles, upon which all computations were 
based, was of course the passage of the 
planets through the twelve hour-signs of 
the Zodiac. 

Much as modern science has its language 
of symbolism in chemistry and mathe- 
matics, the universal language of ancient 
‘ science was founded on the symbols of the 
planets, zodiacal signs and numbers—all 
glyphs of motivating force and energy used 
in their qualifying rather than quantifying 
aspect. 

Leaving it to the near future to judge its 
soundness or fallacy we are giving here the 
analysis of the evolutionary destiny and 
purpose of America, as well as the under- 
lying significance of this period of extreme 
crisis, based on interpretations of these 
ancient symbols of prophetic tradition. 

First a few clarifying words should be 
said of the doctrine which embodied the 
principles hidden under this universal be- 
lief in the Zodiac as the time-keeper of the 
cycles of manifestation, with its various as- 
cending and descending stages of birth, 
maturity and death as it applied to racial 
and national impulses of objective unfold- 
ment. : 

Each of the twelve signs or zones, 
through which the Sun and planets made 
their rounds, was held to fulfill a necessary

and unique function, being the repository 


as it were of certain peculiar characterizing 


elements, much as the four elements of 
carbon, hydrogen, oxygen and nitrogen are 
now conceived to be those most deeply in- 
volved in the chemistry of man and life on 
this planet. Each held a specific creative 
attribute needed for progressive evolution- 
ary growth which none other could supply. 
Or to give a further analogy, they might 
be compared to the different areas in the 
brain which correspond to the various 
states of sentiency and control their physi- 
cal motive expression, 

According to this doctrine, the evolu- 
tionary purpose of each nation was deter- 
minable by its basic pattern composed by 
the geometric relationships of its component 
elements—a formula of creative energies 
which in turn must bring its inherent 
archetypal pattern into active realization. 
The means of determining this pattern lay 
in ascertaining the particular energies ap- 
plying at the time of birth—its entrance in 
time and into the electro-magnetic field 
of formative agencies indicated by the Sun 
and planets in their zodiacal positions of 
motivation. 

To discover the American pattern of 
purpose we have therefore to ascertain its 
formula at “birth”’—which took place 
when it was issued into being through the 
signing of the Declaration of Independence. 
According to the records of the official 
bulletin of the Historical Society of Phila- 
delphia, this Declaration received its first 
signature at approximately 5:00 p.m. on 
July 4, 1776, which then became the hour 
of national birth.

Before going into the analysis of our 
national pattern, as it reveals itself through 
the interpretation of these ancient symbols, 
there is one curious feature which should 
be mentioned, that of the eternally recur- 
rent number 13, which would seem to be 
the prime indicator of our American des- 
tiny. There are, in fact, three numeric 
symbols which appear to have peculiar 
significance: those of the 11, 17, and 13. 
As symbols of qualifying energy, they are 
associated in ancient science with the func- 
tions known respectively as Initiation, 
Building and Transmutation. Or given in

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their traditional terminology, 11 was the 
Two Pillars of the Portals of Initiation, the 
entrance into a new estate; 17, the Star of 
the Wise Men of the East, an energy of 
building and recognition; while the 13 was 
the transmutational number of Death for 
Rebirth, the relinquishing of an outworn 
form of experience for the creation of a 
new, hence the superstition attached to this 
number of symbolic death. 

The birthdate is composed of these three 
numbers: the 4th day of the 7th month 
giving 11 by addition; the 17 of. the 
century, and 7+6 of the year of the 
century, which is 13. These numbers and 
their qualifying attributes of thought are 
found again incorporated throughout the 
design of the Great’ Seal. On the obverse 
side we find the thirteen stripes of the 
shield, the thirteen arrows held in the left 
claw of the Eagle, the thirteen leaves and 
berries of the olive branch held in the 
right claw, the thirteen letters in the inter- 
laced triangles above his head, and the 
thirteen letters in the national motto E 
Pluribus Unum. Although primarily used 
to commemorate the initial thirteen states, 
we might ask why thirteen states? Or was 
this number but the essential means of 
expressing our predestined purpose—as 
these ancient doctrines would infer? On 
the reverse side of the Seal there are the 
thirteen tiers of the Pyramid and the thir- 
teen letters in Annuit Coeptis, with 17 
letters in the half-encircling ribbon of 
Novus Ordo Seclorum—which implies the 
objective of Initiation of a New Order of 
the Ages. 

In connection with the significance of 
these symbols, we quote Professor C. E. 
Norton of Harvard University: 

“The eagle of the seal of the United 
States, the eagle of Napoleon and Caesar, 
the Zodiacal eagle of Scorpio, are really 
phoenixes, for the latter bird and not the 
eagle is the symbol of spiritual victory and 
achievement.” (The phoenix rose reborn 
from its own ashes.) 

Elsewhere he says: 

“Not only were the founders of the 
United States Government Masons, but 
they received aid from a secret and august 
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body existing in the East, which helped 
them to establish this country for a peculiar 
and particular purpose known only to the 
initiated four.” 

In the pattern of the erected birth chart 
of the heavens we again find these energies 
of purpose predominant. The Sun, always 
the symbol of the egoic “Seed,” will be 
seen to be planted in the 13th degree of the 
sign of the Crab, occupying what is knownas 
the eighth house or zone of Transmutation 
—that of Death for Rebirth or Regenera- 
tion. Placed in the zodiacal element of 
Cancer, which was held to be the birth sign 
of collective Man, hence ruling the instinct 
of unity, it implied the objective of rebirth 


of the people as a whole from the state of. 


instinctive emotional reaction to that of 
consciously welded union through the birth 
pangs of regeneration—the objective of the 
national motto, the many as the One. 

The force deified as Mercury, the “mes- 
senger of the gods” or the God within, is 
adjacent in the same house, symbolizing the 
empowering of form from within, while in 
significant opposition we find the Plutonic 
“lord of the underworld” ruling the zone of 
finance and possessions! In other words, 
the materialistic greed element opposed the 
recognition of an inner life purpose! 

In all chart analysis, there were three 
primary factors which gave the character- 
izing keynotes of purpose and plan; those 
indicated by the positions of the Sun, Moon 
and zodiacal energy ascending at the time 
of birth. As in physics, these three stood 
for what might be described as the positive, 
negative and formative aspects of creative 
activity needed for manifest realization. In 
individual analogy, they would compare 
with the positive egoic will, the negative 
receptivity of the immature personality, 
and the type of physical energy expressive 


,of the form. 


The positive life force latent within the 
collective “Seed,” symbolized by the Sun, 
was as we have seen directed to the achieve- 
ment of conscious national unity; while 
the more uncertain elemept of the col- 
lective personality, symbolized -by the 
Moon, is found placéd in the sign of free- 
dom and universality, Aquarius, the Man— 
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the element which rules the new evolution- 
ary cycle. We have, therefore, freedom in 
all its various phases as the personal aim 
of every unit in the American whole. Free- 
dom of thought, of speech, or work, freedom 
from fear and want, freedom from all out- 
worn enslaving traditions and restrictions 
of the past; from racial intolerance and 
the limitations of ignorant prejudice within, 
freedom from the handicaps imposed by 
too little or too much of life’s material 
goods; in other words, freedom from ele- 
ments which make Man less than man. 

Placed in the third zone relating to com- 
munication, it gave the essential objective 
of bringing forth the very quality of Free- 
dom in its largest sense through interna- 
tional communication and cooperation. 

The third formative aspect which char- 
acterized the outer activities is under the 
sign of the Centaur Archer, Sagittarius, 
symbol of the far-seeing prophetic energy 
of the restless creative mind. Pertaining 
to the elements of nature and growth, it 
was known traditionally as the sign of the 
Youth Reborn—the process of continual 
renewal which takes place throughout 
nature. It was the force symbolized in 
Revelations (Chap. 19:11-16) as the rider 
of the white horse, who, after conquering 
the forces of the beast at this great ‘“‘judg- 
ment day” period, brought forth a “new 
heaven and a new earth”—the initiation of 
a New Order by the element of Youth. 

Pertaining to the deeper sciences of 
nature, as well as ruling all higher forms of 
education, it was associated with the ele- 
ment of vibrational response or sensitivity 
to the rays and radiations of natural forces 
which characterize our modern creative 
chemists and physicists. Its keyword was 
Responsibility for creation—or destruc- 
tion! 

We have, therefore, the positive activity 
focused on collective transmutation through 
a rebirth in realization, the receptive ele- 
ment qualified by the desire for freedom 
from all past limitations, while the forma- 
tive inherently gives the urge to continu- 
ously create the new. The keywords of 
these energies give the theme of Regenera- 
tion through conscious unification, Freedom 
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through cooperative inter-communication 
and internationalism in its non-political 
sense, and Youth, ever the creators of the 
new estate, 

It is significant that there are four 
planetary symbols of motivation placed in 
the seventh zone of Union: Venus, ruling 
the arts and luxuries, and Jupiter, the 
creative philosophic mind, in Cancer, the 
sign of national life; while Uranus, the 

\“Liberator” and Mars, the “Warrior,” are 
in the dual sign of Gemini—which tradi- 
tionally rules the American continent. 

The position of Uranus, the force of 
liberation which has dominion over the in- 
coming Aquarian cycle, is of peculiar 
interest as it is in the 9th warrior degree, 
giving the objective of warring for this 
union by destroying all barriers of limita- 
tion and separation, while Mars, the war 
god himself, is found placed in the 22nd 
degree, a “Mission” to perform. 

With freedom as the predominant theme 
of the American destiny, we find the cyclic 
movements of Uranus to be of outstanding 
historical importance. Symbolizing the ag- 
gressive revolutionary force of liberation, 
at the time of the national birth it saw the, 
Revolutionary War of the first trial for 
Liberation from England, bringing release 
from the old world of Europe. Returning 
after its eighty-four-year passage around 
the heavens again to enter its own position 
in the national pattern, we find its warring 
activity for freedom precipitating the Civil 
War for the abolition of slavery, which 
marked the second great trial for Equality. 
Now, as it is completing another cycle to 
re-enter the sign of Gemini, we face the 
third great trial for regeneration through 
the “death” of the old ways of selfish 
competitive separation into the rebirth 
of cooperative Unity—the fulfillment of the 
American destiny number 13! 


Regenerative Crisis 


Although Uranus first entered the sign 
of Gemini in August, 1941, it will not enter 
its own 9th degree until the year 1944, 
when we shall be reaching the peak of the 
regenerative crisis. From this cyclic aspect 
of progressive recurrence, the years of 1944, 
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45 and 46 should be of extreme im- 
portance as both the revolutionary Uranus 
and the powerful judgment force of Saturn 
will be passing through the positions of the 
Liberator and the Warrior in the national 
pattern. 

There is perhaps another curious coinci- 
dence in connection with these three great 
revolutionary periods under the Uranian 
influence. All three presidents in office 
during these three historic periods of critical 
test were born under essentially significant 
aspects, The first, George Washington, 
born on the initiating 11th day of February 
under the savior sign of Pisces (O. S.), pro- 
vided the means of transition from the past 
cyclic age under this rulership (due to the 
calendar change in 1752, his birthdate be- 
came the 22nd—of a “Mission” to per- 
form); while both Abraham Lincoln, 
president under the second conflict, and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, at the helm of gov- 
ernment during this third and last great 
trial for national rebirth, were born under 
the liberating New Age sign of Aquarius. 
(In accord with ancient traditions there 
were always three initiatory tests of inter- 
nal crisis needed to bring about the “birth” 
transformation. ) 

This fact is again seen corroborated in 
the pattern of the chart where the mighty 
planet Saturn is found in the tenth zone of 
Government under the sign of the Scales of 
Justice, Libra, indicating the government 
will either deal in or be dealt by Justice, 
as the basic plan of the nation demands 
rulership in strict agreement with the 
highest interpretation of the Law. Saturn 
placed in the harmonious trine aspect to 
Uranus implies a response of least resis- 
tance to this revolutionary element on the 
part of the leaders of government—that the 
plan and purpose may be fulfilled, all three 
of these leaders being presidents of con-, 
clusive war periods, 

Receptive to this progressive influence 
of the Liberator, the governmental ruler 
must of necessity be-the means of forcing 
the regenerative rebirth of ‘the people 
through .its frictional’ 90 degree angle to 
the solar 13 in the zone of “Death.” It is 
of interest that in cyclic progression Saturn 
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will transit the Sun of rebirth in direct 
angle of conflict to its own pattern position 
in June of 1945, which according to these 
traditions should see the American people 
in the midst of the awakening experiences 
needed to bring the test of Unity. 

The other stirring angle of conflict in 
the chart pattern is made by the square of 
the Martian war god to Neptune, placed 
auspiciously in the midheaven in the sign 
of the Virgin. 

Symbolically this is significant, as in 
ancient lore Neptune stands:for the highest 
love element which evokes the selfless 
spiritual aspirations in man. Located in 
the degree area known as that of the 
“Virgin and Child,” it gives promise of 
great overshadowing protection for the 
eventual birth of this “Child” in the human 
heart—an event long prophesied which will 
then issue in the much awaited age of the 
brotherhood of man. From this it would 
appear that the mission of the war god is 
to awaken the needed element of compas- 
sionate understanding, by means of com- 
tnon effort, sacrifice and sorrow, that the 
“manger” of the animal nature may be 
ready to receive its “holy child” of heart 
awakening—the only attribute which can 
lay the firm foundation of true Democracy. 

The objective of this awakening is again 
verified by the sextile aspect of illumination 
formed between Neptune and Mercury, the 
latter planet signifying the faculty of inner 
wisdom, the messenger whose duty, in ap- 
propriate mythical terms, is to lead forth 
the trembling human souls from their so- 
journ in the regions of “Death.” 

Glancing at the design of the chart, the 
outstanding feature will be seen to be a 
clear geometric configuration formed by 
the trines between Saturn to the Moon, 
Mars and Uranus, and from the Moon to 
Mars, Venus and Jupiter—making a cre- 
ative triangle pointing West! A significant 
point to all symbologists as the Western 
states of America are those prophetically to 
see the arising of a great “New Land.” 

In accord with the traditions of analytical 
interpretation, as only those zones housing 
planets were considered active, the elements 
qualifying these zones should be noted as 





they furnish the focus of endeavor of the 
purpose and pattern. Reading these key- 
words, we find them to be those of: Wealth 
and Possessions; Communications; Union; 
Death or Regeneration; and Work, the 
zone of Government. 

By taking the keywords of the zodiacal 
signs and combining the two, the summa- 
tion of the American pattern emerges: 

Reading on the chart from left to 
right we have Capricorn, the Goat of climb- 
ing perseverence, which is the sign of 
Achievement. Ruling the material zone of 
Wealth and Possessions, this first step of 
the pattern focuses achievement through 
wealth—abundantly verified, both in the 
natural resources of the country itself, and 
in the great industrial organizations, re- 
search foundations, universities, libraries 
and museums; all characteristic of our 
American way of life and all erggted 
through the power of wealth as an un! ”d- 
ment of the basic plan. 

Qn the second step of endeavor, we find 
the Liberation sign of Aquarius, the energy 
pertaining to inventions of the higher 
realms of creative science. Focused through 
the zone of Communications, it has brought 
liberation through inter-communication by 
means of aviation, the radio, television, and 
the newer defense weapons of the pro- 
tective rays—all needed to shatter the 
barriers of space, time and geographic 
limitations. Mentally it has inspired the 
telepathic experiments of the E.S.P. and 
can be expected to bring forth many other 
startling developments for our realization 
of inter-dependence. 

This paves the way for the third step of 
endeavor—that of Creation, the keyword 
of the sign of Gemini, the Twins, focused 
through the zone of Union. Associated with 
commerce and inventiveness in its mare 
gadgety aspect, it has also inspired the 
wonders of present creative chemistry—the 
analytic breaking down of elements for 
their re-union—while yet another effect is 
apparent in the strides made in mass co- 
operation through the Unionizing activities 
of the laboring brotherhoods, now un- 
fortunately responding to the dual nature 
of this energy of the Twins to engage in 
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- polarity conflicts. Vitalized by the forces 
of the Warrior and Liberator, much of their 
combativeness is explained as well as their 
communistic tendencies. Uranus rules 
Communalism as well as its abortive off- 

' shoot of political communism, so unhappy 

in its initial experiments. 

From the viewpoint of cyclic progres- 
sion, it is this third step which is now being 
. swept into rapid activity by the re-entrance 
of Uranus into this Geminian sign.- Ap- 
proaching his own position in the early 
spring of ’44, it is from this time on that 
we may expect to see the beginning of the 
actual birth pains of Creation. - 

Sharing the same zone of Union, we 
have the sign of Cancer, which rules over 
Birth—hence the birth of the nation 
through union which is the key to the entire 
chart pattern. 

After the three preliminary steps of 
Achievement through Wealth, Liberation 
through inter-communication, and Creation 
through Union, leading to the fourth of 
basic purpose, we will see how the final 
three steps bring the fulfillment of this 
purpose held embodied in the National 
formula, 

The fifth step still under the Birth sign 
of Cancer, is the significant one of Death 
or Regeneration upon which all the sym- 
bolism of the seal is based—the fateful 13 
of our destiny implication. 

It is curiously interesting in delving back 
into the early Greek writings for the deeper 
interpretation of these zodiacal energies, 
that we find Porphyry alluding to Cancer 
as the Gate of Man, the sign under which 
the collective Soul was held to be born into 
manifestation. .In this philosophic sym- 
bolism lies hidden the entire evolutionary 
significance of our American purpose. We 
are the, gateway predestined, according to 
this ancient law of cyclic unfoldment, to 
give birth to Man in his full consciousness 
of integral unity—the many with one pur- 
pose for the achievement of the plan of 
cooperative brotherhood—that the true 
estate of Manhood may for the first time 
be realized. 

The period when this number 13 will be 
brought into the fullness of its inner crisis 


for regeneration will begin in the spring of 
1945; as Saturn the “planter of the Seed” 
will be approaching the solar 13th degree 
in direct conflict with his own position ‘in 
the Justice sign of the Scales. From then 
on until he has passed over the awakening 
Messenger of the gods and emerged from 
the sign of Cancer, in August ’46, we may 
expect to see these birth convulsions at the 
peak of their endurance of necessary pain, 
The sixth step,of the midheaven under 
the sign of the Virgin should see us well on 
in our process of national purification. It 
gives the keyword of Education through 
Work. As this sign is always associated 
with service and healing, we will achieve 
our real education through these means. ~ 
It is an interesting “coincidence” that 
Neptune, the planet dominating this area, 
should have been progressing cyclically 
through its own position in the national 
pattern on the third of September, 1939, : 
In direct degree of conflict to our own 
Warrior in the 22nd degree of Gemini, it 
would appear obvious that the act of war 
precipitated at this time was inevitably 
linked with the American destiny. 


Seventh and Final Step 


The seventh and final step in our achieve- 
ment of purpose is ruled by the sign. of 
Justice, Libra. The keyword .of this cre- 
ative energy is Awakening—the symbolic 
awakening following the “Judgment Day” 
now taking place in fulfillment of all the 
ancient world prophesies—the great period 
described by Plutarch in his “Isis and 
Osiris”: 

“It is the opinion and belief of the ma- 
jority of the most ancient sages . . . that 
there will come a fated and predestined 
time when the earth will be completely 
leveled, united and equal, there will be but 
one mode of life and but one form of gov- 
ernment among mankind .. .” 

Placed in the zone of Government, 'this 
Awakening through Justice and the Law 
gives hope of a new day and a better way 
of life for all, brought into being through 
the purposeful Pattern of these United 
States—that our motto of E Pluribus Unum 
may attain its end.

Jupiter Enters Cancer 
June 10, 1942, 5:27 a.m., T.L.T. 
Washington, D. C. 


. emblem of victory is glowing in 
the heavens above the United States as we 
celebrate the 166th anniversary of the 
Declaration of Independence. The steady 
bright light of Jupiter, shining down from 
the same degree that great planet occupied 
on July 4, 1776, reaffirms the enduring 
quality of the precious endowment be- 
stowed upon our nation at its birth. 

No country could wish for greater astro- 
logical evidence of. potential power, wealth 
and prestige than the configuration of the 
exalted Jupiter in Cancer hovering protec- 
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—THE RUBAIYAT OF OMAR KHAYYAM, QUATRAIN L,

tively near the Lesser Benefic and the 
radical Sun. Regardless of the dissension 
over the “time” when the Declaration of 
Independence was signed, astrologers must 
agree with Thomas Paine that “Never. had 
a country so many openings to happiness 
as this. Her setting out in life, like the 
rising of a fair morning, was unclouded and 
promising. Her cause was good. Her 
principles just and liberal. Her temper 
serene and firm .-. . everything about her 
_wore the mark of honor.” 

But the astrologer can rightfully say that 
great gifts carry with them great. respon- 
sibilities, and powerful configurations in a 
chart indicate merely the potentialities 
present—the burden of proof rests with the 


individual, in this case, with all men and 


women who call themselves Americans. For 
the task did not end with the men who 
fought to make the country a nation. Nor 
was it completed by those who developed 
its physical resources—that was only one 
phase of the promise of Jupiter, fulfilled. 
Upon each American, past, present. and 
future, rests the responsibility of living up 
to the high promise of our national chart, 
of keeping alive the spirit of freedom for 
all, the principles of Democracy whose 
seeds were planted in 1776, but whose 
plants must be nurtured for all time if they 
are to continue to bear the fruit of liberty. 

Each time that Jupiter has returned to 
Cancer since 1776, the Jupiterian forces 
have in some way been expressed nation- 
ally—although it was not always the ideal- 
istic qualities which came to the fore. The 
periods of development in a national chart 
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seem analogous to those in the chart of an 
individual. The young nation, like the 
child, reacts quite literally to the most 
primitive activities described by a given 
planet; as the nation passes into another 
cycle, the character of the reactions change, 
just as the reactions of an adult take on 
new dimensions as he progresses through 
life. 

During the first major Jupiter cycle, each 
time Jupiter transited through Cancer the 
young United States gave evidence of “feel- 
ing its oats” like any adolescent, of 
gaining boldness and self-confidence as it 
continued to expand physically. The gov- 
ernment came into being as Jupiter com- 
pleted the first sidereal cycle in 1788. The 
growing “cockiness” then began to show up: 
the opera bouffe war with Tripoli (1801), 
the War of 1812, the Monroe Doctrine 
(1823), and independence of Texas (1836) 
and the Mexican War in 1846-47 were in- 
dications of the growing pains. 

The next transit, 1859-60, was of much 

greater importance, for this was the first 
“planetary return” cycle. The nation’s life 
was at stake, and it was only under this 
challenge at the time of the return that 
public opinion began to change on the sub- 
ject ‘of secession. Up until then, secession 
was considered generally as a natural right 
of any state. With Jupiter’s return, the na- 
tional awareness and patriotism was awak- 
ened to the danger, and the reversion to the 
idea of maintaining the union at all costs 
made the Civil War necessary. 
Since the initiation of the new major 
Cycle in 1859-60, the sidereal returns have 
taken a new turn—reform, especially those 
reforms which protected the mass of the 
people against exploitation by a privileged 
minority—political reforms, stabilization of 
legal tender and citizenship laws, civil ser- 
vice, Pure Food laws, and so forth, have 
coincided with Jupiter’s transits of Cancer. 
We might note here also that the tide of 
World War I turned in the Allies’ favor 
after Jupiter entered Cancer in 1918. 

And now, upon us, the cynical 20th 
century Americans whose love of country 
is more often than not hidden safely away 
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beneath a hard bright shell of sophisticated 
indifference, falls the test of the close of the 
second 83-year Jupiter-return cycle—to 
our hands now is entrusted the honor of 
“adding to the fair fame our nation began 
with.” Will we, who are so little conscious 
of the struggle and sacrifices that made 
possible the way of life we take for granted, 
meet the challenge? Astrology says yes, 
that we will meet the test and emerge with 
flying colors, because underneath our blasé 
exteriors we are Americans, and as Jupiter 
moves through Cancer (June 10, 1942, to 
June 30, 1943), the flames of patriotism, 
of national pride and responsibility will 
be kindled anew. 

The evidence that we shall prove once 
again the efficacy of the Jupiterian sym- 
pathy for the underprivileged, the generos- 
ity, tolerance and enthusiasm which are as 
truly American as the Jupiterian wealth 
and high standard of living, can be found 
in the chart erected for the entry of Jupiter 
into Cancer. 

Jupiter rises in sextile to the Moon and 
Venus. Here is a people ready to pour all 
their enthusiasm into life, and able to attain 
their objectives by this generosity. They 
may not be quite sure where they are going 
at all times; they may be confused and 
mistaken in‘ many ways (Sun and Mercury 
square Neptune in the 4th housé), but that 
they will manage to get there just the same 
is obvious. 

Victory for the armed forces is also 
indicated by Jupiter’s position and the 
aspects of both Jupiter and Mars, rulers 
of the 6th house, but whether this victory 
will be achieved within the year of Jupiter’s 
stay in Cancer is problematical, for this 
chart can be considered as ruling the minér 
one-year Jupiterian synodic cycle, the 11- 
year 314-day sidereal cycle, and the 83-year 
return cycle in relation to the United States 
chart. But whether victory comes now or 
later, the emblem of victory stands on the 
horizon for all to see, reaffirming once again 
the protection of our radical Jupiter con- 
junct the Sun, and promising that in the 
long cycle ahead justice will prevail. 
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A SEEMINGLY endless and inconclusive 
controversy has been going on for years 
between a number of prominent astrologers 
with regard to the relative validity of the 
indications given by planetary transits and 
planetary progressions or directions. ,One 
school stresses the value of transits, some- 
time to the point of denying any real sig- 
nificance to secondary progressions or to 
the less used primary directions. The other 
school emphasizes the latter and minimizes 
altogether the value of data furnished by 
transits, whether for practical or psycho- 
logical reasons. The average astrologer, on 
the other hand, manages to make use of 
both sets of data—yet, ordinarily, fails to 
realize that one set refers to a definite 
sphere of human living, the other set to 
another. The net result of such a situation 
is a deep-rooted mental confusion which 
goes far toward making astrology highly 
suspicious in the eyes of thinkers comfort- 
ably established in the superficial homo- 
geneity of academic and scientific learning. 

In the following pages I shall not try to 
settle an issue which, by its very nature, 
can never be considered a closed, issue. My 
only hope is so to interpret the conflicting 
attitudes as to make possible a truly philo- 
sophical (viz. coherent) and psychologically 
valid use of .both transits and progressions. 
Extremists in either school will obviously 
not follow sympathetically my endeavor; 
but I trust that this analysis will elucidate 
many points for the less prejudiced new 
students and for the practitioner who has 
found value in both kimds of data. The 
problem is one of .defmition and classifica- 
tion. It can be solved by reaching to the 
roots of the two techniques, by thinking 
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them anew, and above all by realizing what 
are the psychological or practical reasons 
for the preference shown by a particular 
astrologer for either transits or progres- 
sions. 


The Nature of Transits 


The essential basis on which all astrok 
ogy rests, particularly as understood in this 
century, is that the structure of the solar 
system in relation to the time and place of 
birth defines the individual character and 
destiny of any living-entity whose birth is 
being considered. I use the phrase “struc- 
ture of the solar system” to emphasize the 
fact that the entire set-up of planets, Sun, 
Moon, horizon and meridian (and some 
would add, “fixed stars”) is the subject of 
any serious and legitimate astrological 
study. The consideration of the so-called. 
“influence” of one planet alone is never to 
be regarded in practice as a worthy basis 
for adequate judgment. 

The idea that a planet,-as a single celes- 
tial body with purely physical character- 
istics, “influences” a man’s or a dog’s life 
is probably a most inadequate concept. 
The truth of the matter can be stated by 
saying that the solar system is an organic 
whole, that all planets and all organisms on 
their surfaces are inter-related in some 
kind of electro-magnetic manner, just as all 
cells of the human body are inter-con- 
nected. There is inter-relationship, because 
a basic “electro-magnetic field” pervades 
the entire solar system and everything in 
it; and the motions of every single entity 
in the solar system affect the electro-mag- 
netic condition ofthis entire “field.” 
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A birth-chart is a symbolic, two-dimen- 
sional representation of the structural con- 
dition of the “electro-magnetic field” of 
the solar system as it affects a new-born 
human being at the moment when, with 
his first breath, he reaches the stage of 
organic independence; we might also say: 
when having left the small sphere of the 
womb, he has proven his ability to function 
independently in the greater sphere of 
earth-nature. Breathing air, and the result- 
ing oxygenation of tissues, are the pre- 
requisites for such a mode of independent 
functioning. 

The birth-chart is a symbolic, two- 
dimensional representation in which the 
concrete, physical, mass realities_of celestial 
- bodies are symbolized in terms of zodiacal 
position, It is quite fantastic to say that 
the “Jupiter” studied in astrology can “in- 
fluence” directly anyone or anything; for 
that “Jupiter” is not considered in the least 
as a three-dimensional, concrete celestial 
body, but is merely represented as an ab- 
stract factor: i.e., as the zodiacal position 
the actual planet occupies. This position, 
moreover, is calculated in most cases only 
in terms of zodiacal] longitude. 

This being clearly understood, we may 
proceed one step further. Astrology as- 
sumes two postulates which in themselves 
(like any postulate) cannot be demon- 
strated, but which must be accepted as 
theoretically valid if their consequences are 
shown to be valid in practice. They may be 
stated as follows: 

1) The fundamental structure of a hu- 
man personality (body and psyche con- 
sidered as an organic whole) is represented 
by the birth-chart erected for the moment 
of the first breath. This primary structure 
remains in some way unchanged through- 
out the entire life. 

2) Man, nevertheless, unfolds from birth 
to death, grows, matures and disintegrates. 
To the permanent root-structure (the radi- 
cal birth-chart) we must therefore add a 
schedule of unfoldment which measures the 
constant process of organic change in 
man’s body and psyche. It is such a sched- 
~ we of transformation which both transits 
- and progressions claim to outline. 


Transits are based on the fact that the 
pattern of the solar system as a whole is 
changing from moment to moment. This 
can be seen by following the motions of 
the Sun, the Moon and the planets on the 
practically unchanging background of the 
familiar constellations. Ephemerides record 
the positions of the celestial bodies in terms 
of longitude (and other systems of refer- 
ence). These positions can be compared to 
those shown in the birth-chart. Granting 
this birth-chart is a fixed structure, the 
new position of the planets can be plotted 
against such a fixed background. Where 
these new day-by-day positions make par- 
ticular angular configurations with the 
positions recorded in the birth-chart, 
astralogers speak of “transits.” 

Thus, in simplified ordinary terminology, 
Jupiter during a particular day is said to 
transit over the “natal Sun,” or the “natal 
Saturn,” or over the cusp of the Houses of 
the birth-chart. Jupiter “transits through” 
the first or second House, during a period 
of years; Mercury, during a period of 
weeks; the Moon, during a period of days. 
The “transiting planets” complete cyclic 
revolutions around the birth-chart of an 
individual in the same number of years as 
that of their sidereal revolutions. Transits 
deal thus with actual and observable plane- 
tary motions when these are plotted upon 
the birth-chart of an individual. 

For instance, when Jupiter, in April, 
1942, passes through the 16th to 22nd de- 
grees of Gemini, he transits over the natal 
Sun of every person born around June 10th 
to 13th of any year. This means that the 
expansive quality represented by Jupiter 
penetrates the Sun function of such_per- 
sons, normally producing added vitality, 
more optimism and luck, a greater sense of 
self-confidence, etc. If, on the contrary, it 
is Saturn which transits over the natal Sun, 
then a sense of heaviness, of added respon- 
sibility, of deep gravity, and often of low- 
ered vitality is likely to be experienced. 

In other words, any transiting planet 
“acts upon” .a natal planet to which it 
makes a configuration (conjunction, oppo- 
sition, trine, square, etc.) by introducing 
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changes in the operation of the function 
which the natal planet represents. These 
changes are of a nature determined by the 
character of the transiting planet. A tran- 
siting Jupiter expands and opens the doors 
of opportunity; a transiting Saturn con- 
tracts and deepens by stressing essentials; 
a transiting Mars activates and generates 
heat; a transiting Venus brings to con- 
summation and arouses intensity of feelings 
or a sense of value; a transiting Mercury 
stimulates the mind and the perceptive 
faculties. A transiting Uranus inspires and 
transforms; a transiting Neptune dissolves 
or changes the magnetic polarity of what- 
ever it contacts. A transiting Pluto cuts 
loose from past allegiance to collective or 
traditional values, and re-integrates along 
new lines. 


The Logic of Transits 


Why should a transiting planet produce 
any effect? Obviously such an effect can 
only be explained by saying that a person 
has within his own root-structure of being 
“sensitive points,” or organic centers, 
which are symbolized by the zodiacal posi- 
tions of the planets at his birth. If Mars, 
symbol of the power of initiative and of all 
emotional outgoings in any organism, is in 
Gemini at birth, this means that the na- 
tive’s characteristic way of going after any 
desired objective is by making use of his 
power of intellectual analysis and his intel- 
lectual curiosity. Such a characteristic ap- 
proach will be retained throughout the 
person’s life; thus, if his mind and intellect 
are affected, his way of going after the 
things he desires will also be similarly 
affected. 

If now we consider the months during 
which Saturn passes through Gemini (May 
1942 to mid-1944), we shall see that, dur- 
ing this period, the mentality of all human 
beings will be colored by Saturnian char- 
acteristics—as Gemini deals with the mind. 
Every person will then think somewhat 
slowly and more deeply, less optimistically 
and more in terms of basic, structural 
realities. As the person born with Mars in 
Gemini reacts to that general trend of 
human thinking his Mars-function will be 
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particularly affected. He will not only fol- 
low the mental trend of his epoch (Saturn 
passing through Gemini), but his own 
“characteristic way of going after any- 
thing he desires” (natal Mars) will be 
particularly changed by that general trend 
of human thinking. 

The above expresses, I trust, as simply 
as possible, while considering actual facts 
and not indulging in mere verbal fictions, 
what transits represent—or what they must 
necessarily represent if they mean anything 
at all, considering what they are as a mat- 
ter of astronomical fact. I have italicized 
the phrase “general trend of human think- 
ing” because it brings out a basic point. 
The presence of Jupiter or Saturn in any 
sign—and still more that of the slower 
planets—must needs refer to a general 
trend in effect while the planet considered 
is in that particular zodiacal sign. The 
general outlook of an entire generation is 
characterized in some respect by the fact 
that Pluto and Neptune are located in Can- 
cer or Leo. The characterization is general. 
It deals with collective factors. Even when 
faster planets are considered, which remain 
but a few weeks in one sign, the presence 
of the planet in any sign characterizes the 
general trend of human reactions during 
these weeks, in so far as the organic func- 
tion represented by the planet is concerned. 
Thus if Mars is in Aries the whole of man- 
kind will tend to “go after the things de- 
sired” (Mars) with fiery intensity and 
lightning-like impetuosity. 

Saying this, however, shows at once to 
the sober-minded astrological student that 
he, or she, must be careful not to over- 
exaggerate the meaning of the presence of 
Mars in Aries! Obviously every human 
being did not rush impetuously during the 
long weeks Mars recently passed through 
Aries (July 2, 1941, to January 11, 1942). 
Nevertheless the general trend of mankind 
was toward precipitated, headstrong action; 
toward the fiery release of destructive 
energies and (in some cases) of impulses 
vivified by cosmic destiny. 

This general trend affected more particu- 
larly the persons having natal planets in 
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Aries; for in their case Mars was making a 
strong transit over such planets (not to 
mention planets in Libra, Cancer, Capri- 
corn, etc.—with which Mars made lesser 
transiting configurations). But the im- 
portant fact to remember is that we are 
dealing with general trends affecting the 
whole of mankind. In other words, if Mars 
transits over my Sun in Aries, what hap- 
pens is that a general social trend is being 
brought to a focus in my life in terms of a 
transformation and stirring up of my 
vitality, my will, etc. (Sun function). 

I, and all people with natal planets in 
Aries are particularly stirred; but we are 
stirred by a general trend. The stirring up 
occurs, not because my own life-develop- 
ment reaches then a certain stage accord- 
ing to the pattern of my individual destiny, 
but instead because I am subjected to the 
pressure of a collective trend operating out- 
side of me, the individual, For instance, if 
a man with Sun and Saturn in Aries is 
bombed out of his home, or if, in response 
to patriotic mass-enthusiasm, he joins the 
Army, such a change is primarily the result 
of the pressure of outside forces upon the 
man’s life. He‘acts as a social being, even 
though thereby his individual life may be 
changed. The motivation is collective and 
social, rather than individual. 

Obviously, the change brought by the 
general trend of mankind’s behavior upon 
a man’s individual life may correspond to 
a definite turning point in his pattern of 
destiny. If he joins the Army it may be 
because he is carried away by a. general 
patriotic emotion; but it may also be that, 
by so doing, he is above all solving other- 
wise insoluble psychological problems. If 
he had not been ready to take the steps on 
individual grounds, he might not have fol- 
lowed the collective trend of his people. 
The two factors—individual and collective 
—are constantly inter-related. And like- 
wise progressions and transits are inter- 
connected in astrology. Progressions and 
directions deal essentially with the indi- 
vidual rhythm of structural transforma- 
tions in a man’s total personality;' while 
transits refer fundamentally to changes 
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brought about by the effect of collective 
trends and world-events (cosmic, as well as 
social) upon the individual. 


The Logic of Progressions 
and Directions 


Secondary progressions and primary di- 
rections deal essentially with the individual 
pattern of destiny and individual character 
of a man’s total personality. They deal 
with the gradual transformations which 
occur as, symbolically speaking, the seed 
unfolds. into a full grown, blossoming plant. 
The seed is the plant in terms of poten- 
tialities; the plant is the seed developed 
into actuality. Progressions and directions 
indicate the way in which an abstract pat- 
tern of being (the birth-chart as a whole) 
grows into a concrete human personality. 

It must be clear, however, that what is 
progressed in the familiar system of “one 
day after birth corresponds to one year of 
the life” is not one or several planets but 
the whole to the natal planetary pattern. 
The birth-chart as a whole is the arche- 


type (or seed-representation) of the per- ° 


sonality. In the technique of progressions 
or directions, the astrologer watches that 
entire natal structure unfold and become 
transformed. It is transformed of itself; 
not because of pressure from the outside, 
from the universe or from human society. 
It is transformed because nothing is static 
in life, and because life itself means growth 
and unfoldment of potentialities. 
Transits refer to changes which are tak- 
ing place, literally and 4actually, in the 
skies after a child is born. These changes 
have nothing to do intimately with the 
child himself or he with them, But he is 
subjected to them. If I eat overmuch and 
get sick or if I grow old and lose my 
strength, such occurrences belong to the 
sphere of my own individual and organic 
development. Every man grows old by 
virtue of an inherent, internal necessity— 
and progressions refer to such a necessity. 
But if I am killed in an earthquake or a 
war while young and healthy, such a death 
is normally to be interpreted as the result 
of the impact of outside factors—cosmic or 
social—upon the sphere of my individual 
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being; unless it can be shown that I placed 
myself in conditions where death would 
occur, and perhaps that I myself subcon- 
sciously aspired to death—a not infrequent 
occurrence. 

The occultist speaks of individual and 
racial Karma, or “fate.” Every man has a 
rhythm of destiny as a racial being (i.e., as 
part of a family, a nation, a continent and 
of the human race), and, to some extent at 
least, a man has an individualized rhythm 
of inner unfoldment. The two are inter- 
connected at every step of the way; yet 
they can be somewhat separated. Astrology 
is a good training in such an analysis. 
Transits refer to collective factors and 
racial or group Karma; progressions and 
directions refer to individual Karma. By 
studying both, man may learn to see his 
life objectively, as it operates at two basic 
levels. He learns to understand better 
what has occurred and is occurring within 
the realm of his awareness and his experi- 
ence. He can, through such an under- 
standing, so polarize himself toward the 
future that the constructive values inherent 
in the future events will operate more 
effectively than the destructive ones. This 
is most likely all he can do, but if it is done 
to the fullest possibility, the results are 
momentous. 

In closing, a few words as to why some 
astrologers emphasize transits, others pro- 
gressions or directions. There are always 
two types of human beings. One type finds 
the greatest significance in his relations to 
other men and to outer objects; the other 
type gives the greatest values to what oc- 
curs within his own individual being, or 
within the subjective realm of his mind. 
Psychologists speak of “extrovert” and “in- 
trovert.” These terms have. been much 
misunderstood and misused, yet, generally 
speaking, they are quite significant and 
useful. The extrovert normally tends to 
stress transits; the introvert relies more as 
a rule upon progressions. This alone ex- 
plains why the controversy between the 
champions of both systems will never be 
solved to the full satisfaction of both 
camps! The difference of opinions is 
basically a difference of psychological and 
organic structures; and as a result it can- 
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not be. resolved into a common consent by 
mere intellectual discussion. Nevertheless 
both points of view should be understood 
as representing the two halves of a com- 
plete truth. 

There are other reasons for. the astrolo- 
ger’s preference. It is relatively easy to 
explain the mechanism of transits; more 
difficult to understand or calculate progres- 
sions; and far more difficult to deal with 
primary directions. In this age of popu- 
larization, the trend of modern. astrology is 
therefore naturally in the direction of the 
transit technique. Transits are easier, more 
concrete, more matter of fact, more atuned 
to the extrovert’s mentality. How could 
they fail to command the fullest .attention 
of the American public? 

This is not all. We are in an age where 
the individual is dwarfed by the magnitude 
and scope of world-events. Mass-move- 
ments claim every man’s allegiance. The 
individual mind can hardly hope to cope 
with problems of world-technology and 
world-politics. Thus indeed collective 
values and collective fate weigh heavily 
upon the individual, and often crush him 
relentlessly. Therefore in such circum- 
stances transits may be.said to interpret 
better the fate of the vast majority of men 
of this day. But the psychologist bent 
upon the task of furthering the integration 
of every individual personality with which 
he has dealings should never forget that, 
in his work, the technique of progressions 
will be most valuable—provided he uses it 
wisely and with due consideration for the 
most important transits. 
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.), NoT become discouraged if the 
world seems out of kilter. The history of 
astrology shows that no matter how lop- 
sided things become, they eventually right 
themselves because nature is ever strivjng 
for harmony. 

When the planetary pendulum swings too 
far in one direction, it sways just as far 
on the opposite side until equilibrium is 
attained. 

Scrutinize the zodiacal record of the past 
few years. You can see that the majority 
of the major planets were congregated in 
the fixed sign Taurus. This tipped the scales 
of planetary power in favor of this sign; 
and through sympathetic relationship, the 
characteristics of the other members of the 
fixed quartet were overemphasized as well. 
In fact, the qualities of these signs were 
accented to a distorted degree. The de- 
termination, persistence and ambition which 
are their attributes, developed into ruth- 
lessness, stubbornness and tyranny. 

The result? An over-supply of “mailed 
fist” and a deficiency of justice and hu- 
manity. 

You need not infer from these observa- 
tions, that your friends who happen to be 
born under fixed signs necessarily had to 
be led astray through unbridled self-interest 
during the recent period of intense plane- 
tary pressure. In many individual horo- 
scopes, favorable vibrations from other 
sources of the zodiac supplied a brake to 
serve as a balance. 

However, there are three classic examples 
of fixed sign types who did run amok during 
the recent transits. Their names are: Hitler, 
Mussolini and the so-called “honorable” 
Hirohito.

This reprehensible trio have natal charts 
containing strong fixed sign influences 
which sprang to life when the transiting 
major planets recently touched sensitive 
points in their horoscopes. 

At’one time, with such an ominous 
amount of planetary power at their com- 
mand, they threatened to enslave the world. 

But the failure of the Axis partners is 
also “written in the stars.” Their power is 
destined to topple over, not only because 
they live in an unbalanced era but because 
there is a woefully unequal distribution of 
planetary force in their respective and 
collective birth charts. 

You will find in their horoscopes an over- 
weight of celestial force’ on three sides of 
the fixed quartet, while the remaining di- 
vision is minus planetary representation. 
The fixed signs, Taurus, Leo and Scorpio 
are dominant. The influence of Aquarius, 
the other fixed sign, is conspicuously 
lacking. 

It follows that the humanitarian qualities 
that this sign imparts are absent from the 
make-up of the tyrants. Aquarius stands 
for the brotherhood of man; for the prin- 
ciple of “all for one; one for all.”

CHINESE ZODIAC 


To the Editor: 

In response to your request for biblio- 
graphical reference and traditionat back- 
ground of the information relative to my 
Chinese Zodiac, I enclose herewith detailed 
information with an extensive description. 
Instead of sending you a translation of a 
summary from a book of the Tsing (Man- 
chu) Dynasty, I am going deeper into the 
matter by gathering more information from 
ancient books. 

The Ancient Chinese referred the 365 
degrees of the Zodiac against the 365% 
days in a year as the Sun completes a 
circuit of the Zodiac in 365% days and was 
considered as moving 1° per day. The 
Ancient Chinese Zodiac consisted of 365 
degrees. To this extent the Chinese Zodiac 
differed from the Zodiac of our Modern 
Astrology consisting of 360°. 

It is not easy to translate into English 
Ancient Chinese text books, and as an il- 
lustration I would cite the English transla- 
tion of the “Yi-King” which was made 
literally, thus losing its exact meaning, the 
translator himself. not possessing a thor- 
ough knowledge of the subject. Our 
precious Yi-King translated into English 
thus becomes a book of superstitions and 
nonsense, instead of being a book of the 
secrets anent the past, present and future 
of the whole Universe. It contains symbols 
relating to the Zodiacal degrees and I might 





And cabbages and kings.’ ” 
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say that these symbols are somewhat simi- 
lar to those of Alan Leo’s Zodiacal degrees. 
These begin from 0° Capricorn and end at 
30° Sagittarius. However, the Zodiac is 
divided into 64 groups (Kua) with 384 
symbols. I understand that a gentleman is 
now working on another English translation 
of the Yi-King and is making an extensive 
and thorough study of the Book. The 
work started some 5 years ago and is not 
completed as yet. 

Chinese Astrology is a very complicated 
science and is a branch of the old school, 
not easy to learn; students are rare nowa- 
days. 

Chinese history records cases of states- 
men and generals who relied on Astrology 
to devise ways and means to win wars or 
restore peace in the country, However, 
many believed. that the disclosure of na- 
ture’s secrets would bring fatal conse- 
quences and punishment.

Chinese 28 Lunar Zodiacal Mansions 


In the year 2697 B.C., when Emperor 
Huangti ruled China, the ancients observed 
the Heaven and took records of what hap- 
pened in the sky, of solar or lunar eclipses, 
of planets in conflict, of those retrograding 
or appearing when the Sun was darkened, 
of earthquakes, storms or disasters on land 
and seas. In his “Spring and Autumn 
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Chinese Lunar Mansions : 
The 28 Lunar Mansions were divided into 4 groups of 7 each: 2 
C 
A) The 7 Eastern Mansions are: ec 
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As previously stated, since the sun completes a circuit of the Zodiac in 365% 
days (diurnal revolutions) the Ancient Chinese Zodiac consisted of 365 units—which 
for convenience we may call degrees. 
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Annals,” Confucius (551/479 B.C.) re- 
corded 36 solar eclipses during the period 
of 142 years of wars among the Kingdoms 
which divided China. Since that time, 
Chinese annals recorded solar and lunar 
eclipses and astral changes with the cor- 
responding effects on the country and 
people. 

The Zodiac was divided into 28 Lunar 
mansions when the Han Dynasty ruled 
China (206 B.C.-219 A.D.). The country 
was strongly united and witnessed a period 
of prosperity, and the civilization was at 
its summit. The first volume published on 
Heavens was the “Han T’ien Wen Chih” 
or the Han Dynasty’s Astronomical and 
Astrological Annals. The Zodiac was di- 


vided into 28 mansions, and each star was 
given its name with its rulership. There 
were stars of the Emperor, Empress, mem- 
bers of the Royal Family, the ministers 
and generals. 783 stars were named ac- 
cording to the grades of the officials num- 
bering 118, residing within and without the 
country. Social and traditional struc- 
tures, defensive and governmental ma- 
chines worked systematically according to 
Zodiacal patterns. The minister in charge 
of the “Heavens” Department was named 
“Tien Kwan” and his duty was to study 
the coming astronomical events with their 
corresponding effects on the country and 
people, to report these to the Emperor and 
to give him advice on how to apply the 
good astrological aspects for the welfare 
of the country and people. The Emperor 
was also advised of the unfavorable aspects 
and of the alteration of the national policy 
in order to avoid calamity. Since the coun- 
try and its provinces were ruled separately 
by the 28 lunar mansions, events were ac- 
curately predicted. ‘ 
According to the Chinese mythology, the 
28 Mansions represented 28 gods who ruled 
the heavens for the “Emperor” star in the 
same manner as the ministers ruled the 
Empire on behalf of an Emperor on the 


Earth. In the year 25 A.D., Emperor 
Kwangwu restored the Han (Dynasty) 
Empire which was invaded with the as- 
sistance of his 28 generals who, according 
to the Chinese Legend, were the reincar- 
nations of the 28 Zodiacal Mansions. The 
existence of Law and Order’in the Heavens 
reflected the ‘existence of Law and Order 
within the Empire. The -courses of the 
planets were made according to the same 
Law and a discordant aspect is bound to 
be followed by the same discordant aspect 
on earth. 


DATA 


To the Editor: 

I notice that the chart for the Japanese 
Constitution is for the date of February 
11, 1889. The Constitution was promul- 
gated on February 2, 1889. Can you ex- 
plain why the former date is used? 

As for the U. S. chart: The date most 
frequently used seems to be July 4, 1776, 
although the date of June 21, 1788 was 
suggested in the March 1942°issue of 
American Astrology, since that was the 
date of ratification of the Constitution by 
New Hampshire and according to the word- 
ing of the Constitution itself, “natification 
by 9 states (New Hampshire being ninth) 
was sufficient for its establishment between 
the States so ratifying.” 

However, the Federal Government did 
not declare the Constitution to be in effect - 
until the first Wednesday in March, 1789 
(March 4, 1789, 1 believe). Would you 
be good enough to publish the planetary 


positions for that date?

ANSWER: It is difficult to understand 
why you should state so positively that the 
date for the promulgation of the Japanese 
Constitution was February 2, 1889. All 
records available to us, which we are con- 
vinced are authentic, give February 11th 
as the correct date. 
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The planetary positions for March 4, 
1789, are as follows: 


It must be admitted that the above posi- 
tions are in many ways significant and 
further bear a striking relationship to the 
chart for July 4, 1776.

ANSWER: No doubt from the strictly 
astronomical point of view the heliocentric 
positions might be considered the more 
scientifically sound basis, at least for “Tim- 
ing.” Certainly it is the simpler of the two 
methods mathematically, since the Helio- 
centric movements, orbits, etc., of the 
planets are well defined as to periodicity. 
However, it does not appear to me to meet 
adequately the requirements of the astrolo- 
ger and for our purposes geocentric posi- 
tions would seem to be much more logical. 


Astrology is essentially a science of 
“relativity.” It deals with man’s relation 
to his cosmic environment—a_relation- 
ship that is properly predicated upon Man’s 
existence (position) as an inhabitant of the 
earth. Therefore for this purpose it would 
seem only proper and logical to consider 
the positions of the planets relative to the 
earth, in other words, their geocentric 
positions. 


“Nothing can act but where it is”—but 
where is it? For the purposes of the as- 
trologer—and it would seem that even 
Professor Einstein concurs in this—it is 
where it appears to be.

ANSWER: The following example of 
the calculation of the Part of Spirit in this 
case (the Threshold of Immortality) can 
serve as a guide for calculating any of the 
Arabian Parts, substituting the longitudes 
of the two planets whose relationship de- 
fines the Part desired.

The Part of Spirit is thus found to be at 

longitude 21° 16’ of the first sign of the 
Zodiac, Aries. 


In any example where the sum of the 
signs obtained by adding the longitude of 
the Ascendant to the longitude of the 
planet to be added is less than the sign of 
the planet to be subtracted, add 12 signs. 

It should be noted that the Part of Spirit 
bears the same relationship to the as- 
cendant that Saturn bears to Jupiter; in 
other words, moving counterclockwise, the 
Part of Spirit will be separated from the 
ascendant by the same number of degrees 


that Saturn is distant from Jupiter by 
counterclockwise measure. In the case of 
the Part of Family (“The Threshold. of 
Refinement,” May 1942 issue, AMERICAN 
AsTROLOGY Magazine), the opposite is 
true, i.e., this Part is separated from the 
ascendant by the same number of degrees 
that Jupiter is distant from Saturn by 
counterclockwise measure. 


NUMEROLOGY

Orchids go again to American Astrology 
for allowing “Numbers” to creep into its 
pages. From no less a pen than that of 
your own revered Rudhyar, we have a 
valuable contribution in terms of the 7-year 
Cycle, 


Astrology furnishes, in my opinion, the 
greatest revelation for the pattern of our. 
lives—but unless we -use the equipment- 
pattern also, which is NUMBERS, we can 
tell only half the story.

“The secret of the power of names 
and numbers seems to be in the magic 
power of mental association and in the 
established fact of thought vibration. 
When anyone thinks of anything it is 
in response to certain finer (astral) 
vibrations of a definite frequency. 
When we think musingly (respec- 
tively), we are tuning in—our receiv- 
ing set is working, this is Moon 
thinking, or mooning if you like. When 
we think creatively we are broadcast- 
ing (using our Mercury), but, in any 
case the important fact is that when 
we think of any person, or name, or 
number, we are tuning in and relaying 
to other people a thought vibration of 
a definite frequency. Now, when we 
think of a certain person we naturally 
associate him or her in our mind with 
a certain name, possibly also a house 
number in addition to many other 
facts which we have relative to that 
person, each idea that takes form in 
the mind having its vibratoPy wave 
length which may or may not be in 

4 harmony with the wave frequency of 
the person in mind. With respect. to 
names, for instance, there are many 
people carrying around ill-fitting 
names which are just as unsuitable as 
an ill-fitting suit of clothes—and just 
as uncomfortable. 






































“When the thought frequency of a 
name is out of harmony with the per- 
sonality with which it is associated, a 
destructive discord is set up, which, 
upon being relayed to that person, has 
a destructive effect upon his mind. By 
the same token, a harmonious asso- 
ciation of this nature would tend to 
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build and strengthen that person men- 
tally. Of course, merely one person, 
thinking of another individual, would 
not have much effect, but, when one 
considers this influence compounded 
and multiplied by the combined 
thoughts of all who may happen to be 
associated with the individual in ques- 
tion plus his own destructive effect 
upon himself in the same manner, 
one may see that a name or a number 
may indeed become a most potent 
factor in the success or failure of an 
individual, Particularly is this true of 


. anyone who may be engaged in public 


work, where many personal contacts 
are made. It was Israel Zangwill who 
called our attention to the fact that 
the names of publishers in the ma- 
jority of instances end with the latter 
“N,” and that other letters (as end 
letters), were similarly associated with 
other vocations. 


“When we consider the number of 
a year from this point of view, one 
may readily see that there is really 
nothing basic in such a number. The 
year that we know as 1934, for in- 
stance, might be computed by various 
methods and'be known by a great 
variety of mumbers according to the 
form of calendar used. This is in fact 
the case, since the year 1934 corre- 
sponds to 71442-7443 of the Byzantine 
Era, 5694-5695 of the Hebraic Era, 
etc. The important fact with refer- 
ence to any year is that a given num- 
ber is generally accepted by a social 
group and the number so accepted will 
furnish a key to the cyclic progression 
of the social group that accepts that 
number. In the last analysis it is the 
direction and quality of thought that 
determines the course of events and it 
is in the realm of mind that the ma- 
terial world must first take form. 
From this point of view, therefore, 
cyclic numbers may indeed be valuable 
as indicators of the course and progress 
of evolution in any particular social 
cycle.” 
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The following item in the New York 
Times, issue of January 18, 1942, furnishes 
a striking example of the possible applica- 
tion of numerology, although in this 
instance the warning it gave unfortunately 
was not heeded:

When she learned” the 
number of the plane, the 
name of its pilot, and other 
information regarding the 
airliner they were about to 
take at Indianapolis munici- 
pal airport yesterday, Mrs. . 
Peters quickly computed the 
data and exclaimed: 

“Carol, we must not take 
that plane.” 

But after considerable 
argument she was overruled 
by Miss Lombard and the 
fatal trip westward began.

Seen as an integral part of a great plan 
of perfect geometric proportion—which un- 
folds its creative evolutionary process 
through the rhythmic ebb and flow of Time

The Twelve Creative Energies of the Zodiac 
Part VI 


The Trinity of Powers 
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Natacha Rambova 


In its mundane significance, this initia- 
tory energy of any new year is that of 
birth—or rebirth on a new cycle of activity. 
It embodies that quality of the pioneering 
spirit which wills to conquer, to dominate, 
to expand; and as such is an expression of 
the first of youth with all the self-assurance 
and importance of its innately felt superi- 
ority. It wills to rule. 

In its psychological aspect of human 
characteristic, it is dictatorial, impulsive, 
audacious and overbearing; changeable and 
restless in activity. Filled with enthusiasm, 
beholding the vision of big ideas and pos- 
sessing the courage needed for combative 
accomplishment, those born under this sign 
are inclined to be -reckless, extravagant, 
headstrong and impatient. Opposition and 
competition call forth their best qualities of 
practical application, yet they often lack 
persistency and are inclined to sudden loss 
of interest in the very subject for which 
they have shown the greatest enthusiasm. 

Often obviously egotistical, they are nat- 
urally intolerant and narrow in their views, 
hence inclined to oppose any innovatigqns 
not introduced by themselves. Slow to 
adopt any radical changes, once adopted 
they will be held tenaciously. They have 
little comprehension or understanding of 
the other person’s viewpoint or interests. 
Proud and self confident, they are also in- 
clined to underestimate the abilities of their 
adversary, yet faced with emergencies, their 
marked talent for diplomacy with their re- 
sourcefulness and genius for reorganization 
and reorientation in the face of calamity 
will bring them through victorious. Their 
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failures are brought about by lack of prepa- 
ration and an over-confidence in their own 
strength and superiority. 

Inadaptable, inclined to be rigid and con- 
ventional, they can yet disarm with their 
cleverness, tact and charm of manner. 

According to the ancient Greek philos- 
opher-scientists, Mars, the ruler of this 
sign, “is the source of division and motion, 
separating the contraries of the universe, 
which he also perpetually excites, and im- 
mutably preserves in order that the world 
may be perfect and filled with forms of 
every kind. Hence, also he presides over 
war. 

“The slaughter which is ascribed to Mars 
signifies a divulsion from matter through 
rapidly turning from it, and no longer en- 
ergizing physically, but intellectually. For 
slaughter when applied to the Gods, may 
be said to be an apostasy from secondary 
natures, just as slaughter in this terrestrial 
region signifies a privation of the present 
life.” 

From the above notes taken from the 
Proclus Commentaries on the Platonic doc- 
trine, the esoteric meaning of this Martian 
force becomes clear. In lower creative 
aspect (through the sex energy of Scorpio), 
Mars is a generative force “perpetually ex- 
citing” that “the world may be perfect and 
‘ filled with forms of every kind.” From this 
aspect it is the conqueror of the lower world 
supplying the needed vigor for the creative 
impulse, both physically and intellectually. 

In the second note the “slaughter” shows 
this force in its Aigher function as the De- 
stroyer—or Siva aspect. First as the god of 
war destroying the old and outworn that 
the new creative forms may be brought 
forth; secondly, as the destroyer which 
“signifies a divulsion from matter by rapid- 
ly turning from it.” In this aspect, Mars is 
the force of awakening Manhood which 
turns from the purely material life to 
“storm the heights” and become the Con- 
queror of spiritual attainment, thus acting 
as the destroyer of the lower personality life. 

In the analysis of these characteristic 
qualifications of the energy of Aries, im- 
pelled by the aggressive force of the war 
god Mars, much becomes clear concerning 











the true significance of this present world 
period, as well as giving a deeper under- 
standing of the underlying motivations of 
the combatants, Germany, Japan and En- 
gland—all nations ruled by Aries, hence 
embodying in various degrees of negative or 
positive response the lower aggressive domi- 
nating impulse or the higher liberating in- 
tent of this “Egoic” will. In its aspect of 
the Will-for-rebirth we have the “New 
World Order” proclaimed as the objective 
of all three: by England as the New World 
Order of Freedom and Democracy; by 
Germany as the New World Order of the 
West under the rulership of the “superior” 
Germanic-Aryan race; and by Japan as 
the New World Order of Asia for the 
Asiatics under the “superior” rulership of 
the Japanese, the will-to-conquer aspect of 
this Arian energy being too obvious to need 
further elucidation except perhaps to note 
how it acts as “the source of division .... 
separating all contraries” or conquering 
those nations and peoples who have become 
weakened by inner hatreds and division. 
Could England have conquered India but! \ 
for the state of division of the “separating 
contraries” of Hindu and Moslem weakened 
by their fanatical hatred? Could Japan 
have conquered China if she had not been 
torn by the competing greed of her various 
“War Lords?” And could Germany have 
made her conquests if she had not been in 
a state of physical, moral, and spiritual dis- 
integration caused by centuries of compet- 
ing: greeds, racial boundary disputes, re 
ligious and political hatred? 

That the two “World Wars” which have 
already marked this century should have 
taken place within a cycle of Mars—the #6 
year cycle from 1908-1944—is hardly a 
“coincidence.” Viewed from the higher as-

Varying Strengths of the Same Lunar or Other Aspects

[i series of articles on Astro-Physics 
and Astrology—only a very small beginning 
of what is needed if astrology is to take its 
true place among the arts and sciences as 
an essential educational requirement—at- 
tempts to demonstrate factors and facts 
regarding astronomy-astrology which, if 
applied consistently, will put the whole art 
on a surer, evidential foundation and so 
avoid public and private analytical and 
predictive errors and subsequent criticisms, 
arising from our ignorance of the laws gov- 
ering manifestation of the art. This de- 
parture from the usual purely observational 
proof of the verity of the art, is likely 
eventually to attract scientific minds to it, 
since it deals—in a somewhat disconnected 
and partial way at the present stage—with 
the relationships of modern scientific dis- 
coveries regarding the innumerable solar 
energies that originate and sustain all life 
and activity on our planet, to the age-long 
observed “‘facts of astrology.” 

Our astrological textbooks are very defi- 
nitely in need of the same rigorous revision 
and bringing up to date that has occurred 
and is occurring annually with modern 
scientific textbooks, if we are to bring the 
art of astrology to the standard of rational, 
factual demonstration of forces and means 
which science has achieved in other fields, 

Readers are aware, for instance, that our 
textbooks usually state or imply, that all 
conjunctions, oppositions, trines or sextiles 
are always, in any single separate aspect, 
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of the same quality, power and influence 
for that particular aspect, especially in re- 
gard to any two of the heavenly bodies. 
Part II of this series, appearing in the May 
number of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY, 
showed conclusively, that from the modern 
standpoint of reflected solar energies, in 
the case of conjunctions of the two inner 
planets of our solar system, Mercury and 
Venus, with the Sun, there may be all the 
difference in effect or influence between 
almost complete obscuration and deflection 
from the earth of the planetary energies, 
and reception of the greatest amount that 
it is possible for the earth to receive from 
them, dependent on whether the conjunc- 
tion is inferior or superior, although no 
distinction is made between them in text- 
books. Reference was also made there to 
errors and misleading generalizations in 
textbooks in connection with aspects and 
positions of the outer planets and their 
presumed effects. All this has been continu- 
ing despite observations, checkings and 
statistics—and frequent reminders by pa- 
trons—that things do not, to be moderate 
in statement, always work out in accord 
with the rules of the book or teacher. 

The present article will carry this sub- 
ject to further application of the principles 
presented in the first article of this series in 
the April issue of AMERICAN ASTROL- 
OGY, principles dealing with solar radia- 
tion of energies and their specialized 
reflections by the other celestial orbs of our 
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Diagram 7 showing the variations in the amount of solar radiations 
reflected on the earth by the Moon and planets by the same aspect 
under differing astronomical positions and astrophysical conditions. 
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system and the more correct mathematical 
evaluation of their power or influence in 
connection with horoscope interpretation. 
Let me remind the reader again, that this 
series deals only with the discoveries ex- 
perimentally obtained by the methods of 
science in light, heat and other energies. 
The writer is convinced personally that 
each heavenly body, in addition to the re- 
flected solar energies referred to, emanates 
energies peculiar to itself, such as are in- 
dicated by the tidal and other lunar 
phenomena for instance, but as we have no 
experimentally demonstrable proofs of this 
they are not considered in these articles. 

Diagram 7, accompanying this article, 
at first sight may-seem to be formidable, 
but it is not complex, only multiplex, by 
reason of frequent repetitions for clearer 
illustration, and the information it conveys 
can be easily absorbed by taking one factor 
at a time. 

The diagram shows the earth with its 
usual symbol and the orbit of the Moon 
around it, with the positions of the Moon 
shown at the conjunction, sextiles, squares, 
trines and opposition of the Sun during a 
complete lunation, and along with the Sun 
are included Mercury; one of the “inner” 
planets, and Saturn, one of the “outer” 
planets of our solar system. Because of 
limited space the sketch is diagrammatic, 
but not relative as to distances, etc. The 
angles of the Moon would be the same at 
some near date in any correction of pro- 
portions and distances. The sectional areas 
of the face of the Moon and the numbers 
accompanying them are references to the 
approximate temperatures measured by the 
Bell Telephone Laboratories and Dr. Edi- 
son Pettit, as given in Part I of this series 
in the April issue, and are repeated here to 
avoid frequent reference to another page. 
At 1, the center of the Moon’s surface, it 
was found that at the full Moon the tem- 
perature was 214°F.; at 2, the temperature 
was about 200°; at 3, on its curved surface, 
owing to the angle of incidence of the Sun’s 
rays, the reflection was found to be about 
150°; at 4, it was about 100°; at 5, 32°, 
and at 6, about 58°F. below zero. The 
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same proportions obtain in the case of 


‘planetary bodies, but probably not the 


same temperatures, hence they are num-* 
bered similarly, 

A few points need to be borne in mind. 
Most of the experiments and measurements 
made so far have been with ultraviolet and 
infrared radiations from the Sun and their 
reflections by the Moon and a few by Venus 
and Mars. Under the scientific axiom that: 
Like causes always produce like effects 
under like conditions, it necessarily follows 
that all the other multiple solar emanations 
must be reflected by every body of our 
system, except as they are modified by the 
metallic or chemical compositions, colors 
and. atmospheres, or lack of such, and so 
there must be many variations of many 
other energies besides ultraviolet and in- 
frared rays at different angles of reception 
by the earth—something to ponder about 
in the night watches as possibilities for 
explanation of astrological influences being 
so powerful! Also one must recall that, the 
Moon and every planet always faces di- 
rectly to the Sun and so has substantially 
a quite uniform reception of solar radia- 
tions. The differences in reception of these 
by the earth are due to the angles at which 
we receive the reflections, as may be 
gathered from the numbers shown on the 
diagram, the proportions of which apply 
whether from infrared rays or others. 

A light short line (1) from the center 
of the Moon, Saturn or Mercury, shows the 
direct radiation of the Sun on it at different 
aspects or positions, while the numbered 
angles of reflections, with their approximate 
heat and other powers, show their intensity 
on the earth or on other planets. The light 
solid’ lines show the major aspect angles 
from the three bodies, Moon, Saturn and 
Mercury, on the earth; the heavy solid lines 
indicate the angles from Saturn on the 
Moon when Saturn is conjunction the Sun. 
The short-dash lines are those of Mercury 
to the Moon at inferior conjunction the 
Sun, and the long-dash lines are those of 
Mercury to the Moon at superior con- 
junction of Sun. 
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Imitating Joshua of Biblical times—on 
paper !—we will cause the Sun and Saturn 
to stand still while we move the Moon 
along its orbit to the various aspects with 
Saturn, an outer planet, during a lunation. 


The Moon’s aspects will be the same, a 
bit delayed, in the course of a month, 
whether we tie the Sun and Saturn down 
or allow them to make their usual month’s 
progress. From this we will find, contrary 
to textbook rules, that a sextile, or a square, 
or a trine between the Moon and Saturn 
or any two bodies, is not a fixed strength 
of reflected solar energies for any special 
angle, but that the amount of variation 
depends on several factors. From this it 
will be apparent that one needs to know 
more than just merely what angle any two 
bodies may be forming. He needs to know 
how and where it is formed in relation to 
the other body in order to estimate cor- 
rectly the amount of energy released on the 
earth by the angle. 


Outer Planet Variations 


Ignoring the Sun, except to remember 
that its rays on any body are strongest at 
the center of the body’s curved surface and 
the reflections diminish in strength as they 
issue from the less direct angles of incidence 
of the Sun’s rays, and forgetting Mercury 
for the present, we will begin with the new 
Moon (1), Saturn (1) being in geocentric 
conjunction with both the Moon and the 
Sun at the lower side of the diagram. Here 
we find that the Moon casts no reflection 
of solar energies on the earth. Nor does the 
Moon cast any reflected rays from Saturn 
on the earth, and since Saturn is on the 
farther side of the Sun from the earth at 
conjunction with the Sun, it is at a much 
weaker phase than when opposite the Sun, 
as at Saturn (5), top of diagram, when 
Saturn is millions of miles nearer the earth 
and we receive, according to wellknown 
laws of distance and mass, at least greater 
gravitational pull, if nothing more. Hence 
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this group of conjunctions of Sun, Moon 
and Saturn is relatively weak and espe- 
cially that of the Moon, and Saturn. How. 
ever when the Moon is full, (opposition 
the Sun), and is also conjunction Saturn 
(5), we have the strongest reflection of the 
Sun’s rays by both the Moon and Saturn, 
even though the Moon does not reflect any 
of Saturn’s rays. Thus we have two con- 
junctions of the Moon and Saturn, usually 
not distinguished from each other in power, 
yet one obviously casts a much greater 
intensity of reflected solar radiations of all 
kinds on the earth than the other, There- 
fore, besides the ephemeris fact of a con- 
junction of the Moon and Saturn, one needs 
to know what relative proportion of solar 
reflections each is making then on the 
earth, 

Now leaving the Sun as before, but with 
the Moon conjunction Saturn moved to 
square of the Sun at 3, we find that the 
Moon again is negative so far as any re- 
flection of Saturn’s ray on the earth is 
concerned, although Saturn carries about 
the 3 power of solar reflection to the earth. 
But when the Moon moves to 7, with 
Saturn still at 3, opposition, instead of 
conjunction Moon, but both square to the 
Sun, we find that in addition to the earth's 
reception of the Moon’s rays and Saturn’s 
rays at square to the Sun as before, the 
Moon also reflects Saturn’s reflected solar 
ray back on the earth from the 344 power 
area. The ephemeris and the text book 
make no distinction between the power of 
these two squares of this pair of heavenly 
bodies, yet there is, according to scientific 
experiments and measurements, a quite 
definite addition of reflected energy in the 
second case over the first. 

Similar differences are apparent when we 
move the Moon conjunction Saturn to a 
trine of the Sun at 4; no lunar reflection of 
Saturn’s ray occurs, but when we move the 
Moon over to ¢rine Sun at 6, Saturn still 
at 4, both trine the Sun from the earth 
according to the ephemeris, the trine of the 
Moon from this side reflects about the same 
3-4 power of Saturn’s reflected ray back 
on the earth. The same phenomenon occurs 
with the sextile, but in less proportion of 
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Inner Planet Variations 


Referring again to the total deflection of 
Mercury’s light and other rays from the 
earth at its inferior conjunction with the 
Sun and its fullest possible reflection of 
powers at the superior conjunction,* a 
study of diagram 7 will show, referring only 
to reflected energies and not to any self- 
engendered emanations, that these differ- 
ences may be emphasized very markedly by 
aspects of the Moon or planets to Mercury 
at these two conjunction positions. They 
compel us in the light of modern discoveries 
to define more sharply the actual amount 
of energies that are released in a horoscope 
from these positions, not only in regard to 
the Sun, but from any celestial body of our 
system, but especially from the Moon and 
Mercury, as both these bodies are held to 
be the most important in connection with 
the mental power and many related abilities 
of the native of the chart. 

Mercury at A in the diagram is at 
inferior conjunction of the Sun from the 
geocentric «viewpoint, and therefore as is 
evident, no solar rays are reflected by it on 
the earth for a number of days. If this 
occurs at the new Moon, indicated at 1, 
there will be also a total absence of re- 
flected solar rays by the Moon, so that both. 
the mental bodies of the chart would be at 
their minimum vibratory projection of 
energies on the earth and the native’s men- 
tal faculties might not operate effectively. 
If the Moon was at full instead of new 
when Mercury was at inferior conjunction 
Sun, the instinctive faculties would be 
about normal, while the intellectual ca- 
pacity would be limited. 

Mercury at superior conjunction of the 
Sun at B would cast all the solar reflections 
possible on the earth, even though the 
Moon was new and nonreflective of Mer- 
cury’s ray and would therefore indicate 
good intellectual powers, but the executive, 
instinctive abilities would be comparatively 
deficient—associates might say the native 
was clever and keen, but unable to make 
good use of his genius. If at this superior

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conjunction of Mercury and the Sun, the 
Moon was at full phase, then all the solar, 
lunar and Mercury reflections would be 
thrown direct on the earth. How this tre- 
mendous mental and nervous energy was 
utilized would largely depend on what other 
aspects this trio received from the planets. 
The diagram indicates that lunar re- 
flections of sextiles and trines of Mercury, 
when it is at inferior conjunction with the 
Sun, are as negative as at the new Moon at 
such periods, while the same aspects when 
Mercury is at superior conjunction of the 
Sun are only slightly less effective than 
the strong outpouring at the full Moon or 
opposition—perhaps making this power 
more easily manageable then. Naturally 
textbook writers, unaware of astrophysical 
causes, have contrasting rules about these 
aspects and positions. 
Mercury’s aspects to the planets vary in 
effect, of course, at its superior and inferior 
conjunctions of the Sun as with the Moon. 
When Mercury is at the east or west elonga- 
tion, half way between inferior and su- 
perior conjunction Sun, it is at “its greatest 
brilliancy.” Strictly speaking, this is not 
correct when Mercury is going to the su- 
perior conjunction, as its reflections are 
increasing in intensity of light, etc., but the 
Sun’s stronger rays mingling more directly 
with those of Mercury, render them less 
visible; quite evidently they do not “burn 
up” Mercury’s beams, as textbooks usually 
intimate, but combine powerfully. It is 
correct to say Mercury is at its greatest 
brilliancy when going to the inferior con- 
junction, for from there on it diminishes in 
brightness as it deflects its rays away from 
the earth increasingly. Study of the dia- 
gram will show that because of Mercury’s 
proximity to the Sun, only the weaker rays 
are reflected on the Moon or planets that 
are on the east side of the Sun when Mer- 
cury is at gréatest east elongation, while if 
the Moon or planets are on the western side 
when Mercury is east, reflections of some- 
what higher power are cast on them by 
Mercury and back to the earth, and vice 
versa when it is west elongation. Doubt- 
less this is partial explanation of the rather

distinct gain, * par- 
ticularly when viewed from the standpoint 
of practical results. And practical results 
are all that actually are of any account 
in religion as in everything else. 

Both Gemini and Virgo are primarily 
mental asterisms, the difference of the latter 
being similar to that existing between one’s 
reception of merely passing impressions as 
compared to their analysis and the forming 


accomplishment. 
Judging from past performances, there 
would appear to be no sacrifice of ideals 
anywhere involved, about the only differ- 
ence being that Jupiter in Virgo sets about 
translating his ideals into action whereas in 
Pisces he always goes through a period of 
dreaming about them, after which he may 
or may not summon sufficient energy to 
execute them. Virgo may be a dull, dun-

Materialism has been deplored by a lot 
of people by whom the exhibition of a few 
of its more practical traits might well have 
been accounted a virtue. Jupiter in Virgo 
indeed tends to “permeate the higher side 
of the mind in all directions,” as has been 
well said, though rather unwisely deplored, 
which being the case it might well be asked 
what further salutary beneficence could pos- 
sibly be desired? In this Threshing Room 
of the Zodiac the Treasurer is ordinarily 
given to precautionary analysis, gifted with 
an almost unerring faculty for separating 
the wheat from the chaff, of sifting truth 
from error and so arriving at conclusions 
fully as practical as they are apt to be 
obvious. Whence, if it be true that Saturn 
in Capricorn can ferret out the secrets of 
underhand methods, there is derived the 
formula that Jupiter, when in the sign of 
the Sphinx at birth, can equally well dis- 
criminate between a lie, a mere subterfuge 
and the truth, for scarcely anyone is clever 
enough to hide the facts from his searching 
gaze. In other words, Jupiter here con- 
fers upon his natives a singular ability to 
penetrate the camouflage of excess verbiage, 
especially since he would appear to impart 
a veritable passion for analysis and one 
that is skeptical enough to demand the 
proofs of any hypothesis. In Virgo he con- 
fers a wealth of caution, prudence and 
discretion, a high development of the fac- 
ulty of criticism and judgment, consider- 
able intuitional wisdom and knowledge and 
a fundamental honesty all too rarely met 
with in other configurations of the planets. 
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Scientific Research 





An outstanding feature of the more 
serviceable advantages to be derived from 
this emplacement of Jupiter in the horo- 
scope is to be noted in the remarkable talent 
he confers for scientific research, for the 
instruction of others in general and for 
practical service of every sort. In this 
particular he is nowhere excelled and, in- 
deed, but seldom equalled elsewhere in the 
Zodiac. 

Another noticeable feature of the peculiar 
action of this planetary position is to be 
seen in the tendency of its subjects to 
choose their friends and more intimate 
associates from among those who by 
nature happen to be metaphysically in- 
clined, those with spiritual inclinations and 
interests. So much is this apt to be the 
case that seldom will one meet a subject 
of Jupiter in Virgo who will scoff at any 
of the real occult teachings. On the other 
hand, with their ability for unerringly ac- 
curate analysis and diScrimination, they 
will seldom fall into the absurdities pro- 
moted by the thousand and one pseudo- 
occult persuasions that have done so very 
much to retard the acceptance of practical 
occult wisdom and the peculiar knowledge 
so faithfully bequeathed us by the ancient 
wizards of past ages. Truly, they of all 
others are ideally equipped to appreciate 
the vast distinction that exists between 
the two, between the true and the false, 
between the reasonable exposition of the 
operations of natural laws and the com- 
mercially designed “occult information” 
foisted on the credulous by dint of sensa- 
tional promises impossible of fulfillment in 
sober fact. 

Jupiter in Virgo confers great construc- 
tive power, not merely upon the mental 
plane but in the world of commerce, in- 
vestment, agriculture, manufacture or the 
arts, according to the individual’s interest 
and preference. Furthermore a well as- 
pected Jupiter in this sign contributes to 
success with one’s employees as, too, with 
éne’s circumstantial inferiors in general, 
generating a vibration favorable to their 
loyalty and faithfulness to the native with 
this Jupiterean position at birth. 
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Virginian Jupitereans very often rise 
considerably above their status in life, con- 
tract not a few foreign associations and 
interests, and in general they tend toward 
a well rounded career. There is*a tendency 
for their marriage to be in one way or 
another peculiar; frequently, too, these peo- 
ple are apt to marry a social inferior, which 
trend is not surprising considering Virgo’s 
occult signification among the Twelve Signs. 
Again, their choice of an occupation often 
betrays the Virgo influence, many of them 
being occupied as librarians, psychiatrists, 
nurses, scientists, inventors or promoters; 
others go in for such activities as are or- 
dinarily. ascribed to a marked Sagittarian 
influence, such as law, teaching, the min- 
istry, philosophical writing, oratory, pub- 
lishing and the like. In Virgo, Jupiter 
would appear particularly to favor profes- 
sional pursuits. 

Should Jupiter be in any way notably 
afflicted here, the tendency is to become 
carping and cynical of attitude, destructive- 
ly critical and exceedingly distrustful of 
others and, as a natural consequence, liable 
to losses through the very channels that 
otherwise would have developed into sources 
of gain and of benefit to them. Such people 
are bound to find it difficult to obtain or 
to hold any position, more particularly in 
the commercial world. 


A Work Vibration 


The benefits incidental to Jupiter when 
enshrined within this storehouse of the 
Signs at birth must be put into active 
use to be at all enjoyed, otherwise, like 
the scriptural talents that were buried in 
the earth, they are apt to become a dis- 
tinct liability. This is because Virgo is 
a zodiacal work house, an asterism that 
very strongly postulates service as a means 
toward self-expression, well tilled ground, 
the very opposite of fallow land, an estate 
intended to be fertile and rendered produc- 
tive through constant labor and attendance. 

In Virgo, Jupiter does not scintillate as 
he does in Aries, Leo or Sagittarius, neither 
can he sprawl upon his back more or less 
at ease as he does in Taurus, or float in 
bliss upon the bosom of the waters as in 
Cancer, the while he draws dividends in- 


cidental to his position alone. No, in this 
sixth Sign Jupiter is just about compelled 
to go to work would he obtain any tangible 
returns. It’s a dun-colored asterism, un- 
spectacular and intensely utilitarian; it 
can’t wear out, but it can rust out! 


Diseases 


Here the diseases of Jupiter show a 
tendency to disturb the blood and the liver, 
also the intestines. Under any decided 
affliction he becomes a drain upon the 
health, more particularly in later years. 

The Lord of Bounty, when posited at 
birth in the Sign of the Virgin of the 
Ecliptic, principally signifies an accumula- 
tion of talents apt for active exploitation 
and which must be used to obtain any 
dividends on them. He cautions his sub- 
jects against presuming upon the variable 
circumstances of fortune alone, against in- 
activity and the lack of method and ap- 
plication in the fulfillment of one’s tasks.

a articles are concerned funda- 
mentally with thosé Arabian parts which 
indicate the position in the horoscope of 
the special horizons created by the four 
“planetary departments.”* These depart- 
ments are created first of all by the special 
situation and manner of movement of each 
of these bodies as measured from the 
earth.** The Arabian parts derived from 
the two groupings of planets already cov- 
ered in these articles, the Department of 
Life (Sun and Moon) and the Department 
of Soul (Jupiter and Saturn), embraced 
the personal side of man’s experience. The 
two remaining departments deal with the 
impersonal side of experience. Of these the 
first, the “department of affairs,” deals 
with objects and things, with people when 
they are not important as particular in- 
dividuals, or with the ordinary factors of 
everyday life as these become what may 
be called conveniently the coin of expe- 
rience. 

Mars and Venus, through the position of 
their orbits adjacent to the earth’s path or 
“zodiac” represent the particular elements 
which,are important in experience through 
their “nextness” to the self. They represent 
the objects with which a man has contact 
in his everyday circumstances. Mars, sit- 
uated on the outside, shows man’s tenden- 
cies to scatter things, or to use them and 
then throw them away,. while Venus, on

the inner side, reveals his complementary 
tendency to gather things in, or to pre- 
serve them, cherish them and consume 
them by taking them into himself rather 
than discarding them. It is for this reason 
that Mars has the most affinity with or- 
dinary simple action, and Venus has prin- 
cipal rulership over possessions both liter- 
ally in the sense of physical custodianship 
and psychologically in the form of plea- 
sure, appreciation, and the like. Mars is 
the slower moving planet of these two, and 
in consequence the primary part estab- 
lished in this department is the horizon set 
up by taking the counterclockwise distance 
from Mars to Venus, and projecting this 
front the ascendant.* 

This horizon is identified by John Gad- 
bury as the Part of Plays and Junketing, 
a somewhat inept name arising from the 
effort of William Lilly and his immediate 
successors to bring everything possible into 
correspondence with the houses of the 
chart. More accurately it may be termed 
the Part of Enjoyment, which conveys the 
same meaning but avoids the limitation of 
the older and somewhat ambiguous desig- 
nation. Astrologically the point in the horo- 
scope is the threshold where an individual 
gains his greatest self-fulfilment through 
disbursing whatever energies, properties, 
and other coin of experience passes through 
his hands. Here is the focus of his most 
primitive relation with unconditioned ex- 
perience. While “enjoyment” is like “‘satis- 
faction” in the sense that both deal directly 
with the factors of experience, enjoyment 
is on the surface and wholly transitory, 
. The simplest method of calculating the “Part of Enjoy- 
ment” is to add the longitude of Venus to the longitude of 


the Ascendant, then to subtract the longitude of Mars 
from this sum. 
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while satisfaction by contrast is cumula- 
tive, dependent upon an accretion in per- 
sonal realization, and real only to the 
degree it is quite the reverse of transitory. 

The principle of “enjoyment” is illus- 
trated perhaps most significantly in sacred 
literature. Thus the “prodigal son” was 
welcomed: home, where he received a com- 
plete new share out of the original prop- 
erty, all because he had expressed himself 
completely in a direct, exterior and im- 
personal sense, The commendation by Jesus 
for the woman who poured the entire con- 
tent of a cruse of valuable ointment upon 
His head was again recognition of the fact 
that there is no fullness of life without a 
fullness of act, and that genuine external 
and everyday reality of existence comes 
through the complete use of people and 
things. 


Your Threshold of Expenditures 


The Part of Enjoyment is your horizon 
of constructive prodigality, and it shows 
your ability to “let yourself go” without 
harm to yourself or your fellows. In an 
exact horoscope for the precise minute and 
place of birth, this part may be considered 
according to its place by house; sign and 
decanate, its aspects, and by the symbolical 
degree on which it is found. In an approxi- 
mate horoscope, or a solar chart, the part’s 
position by house, as in the case of all the 
others, will remain relatively constant, but 
you will not be able to make use of its sign 
or degree.

Odds Favor United Nations 

At the present time, the major planets, 
Uranus and Saturn (preceded by Jupiter) 
have passed into the mutable sign of 
Gemini. The odds now should favor the 
United Nations which are sponsored chiefly 
by the mutable signs.

The planetary 
pendulum will be swinging just as far in 
their favor as formerly it had brought the 
balance of power to the autocrats. 

Fortunately, the United Nations do not 
run the same risk of going to extremes as 
did the Axis partners because their action 
represents a counterbalance of force instead 
of original aggression. 

Nevertheless, it might be wise for the 
mutable sign groups to guard against an 
inflation of the qualities that characterize 
their signs. Their faculties of analysis, 
criticism and discrimination could deterio- 
rate into wrangling, discord and disagree- 
ment which would cause fresh havoc. 

In 1944, the major planets begin to dis- 
purse their influence in the zodiac. “Life, 
then, for both nations and _ individuals 
should start to seesaw in a more rhythmic 
meter. Harmony and order should be the 
result of more equal distribution of plane- 
tary influence. The peace of the world 


depends on the balance of planetary power.

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lL. MODERN astrological circles there still 
seems to be some difference of opinion in 
regard to the “intermediate cusps” of .the 
mundane houses of a horoscope. The cause 
of this uncertainty arises from the fact 
that our common tables of houses give 
only an approximate longitude for these 
cusps. While it is a very close approxi- 
mation, it can be shown by some of the 
mathematical contortionists that these 
tables are not minutely exact, but are in 
places off as much as a few minutes. Of 
xourse, we know they are not exact, and 
nobody that I know of ever claimed: they 
were. They are an average, or a close 
approximation. One table is made to do 
duty for about twenty-four, which would 
have to be used in order to obtain minute 
accuracy. We use this average set in order 
to save the insuperable labor of making 
the trigonometrical calculations for each 
separate case. Dalton’s tables give a very 
close approximation because they are cal- 
culated for a declination of about 18°, 
which is considered to be about the best 
average maximum declination. If we had 
tables calculated for every degree of decli- 
nation, or about two dozen tables of houses 
for New York, we would have a sufficiently 
accurate set to.come within the minute of 
accuracy, but who wants to bother with 
two dozen tables of houses for New York, 
¢when one, like those published in the com- 
mon ephemerides, will do very well except 
in rare cases. And in these rare cases we 
may very easily compute to the exact min- 
ute by trigonometry, if we want to take 
the time and pains to do so. 

There is only ohe source of trouble. The 
mathematical “accuracy hounds” have dis-

_in 1647, 
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covered that we use an approximate set of 
tables of houses and thereupon they pro- 
ceed to come forward with what they call 
an “exact” set. We have the formula for 
computing these cusps to the minute of 
accuracy, but we seldom use it, because it 
is just as satisfactory to use an approxi- 
mation and thereby save many weary 
hours in a Jifetime., Raphael, Argol, Placi- 
dus and many of the older astrologers made 
these tables with a declination of 23° 28’, 
while Dalton used 18°, which we now know 
gives a closer approximation, though the 
old style tables of, houses are entirely sat- 
isfactory for all except the most intricate 
analytical work. 

This is an old controversy and is hardly 
worth going over again if it were not for 
the fact that many of the younger students 
are confused by the so-called “true” sets 
that are offered. But in order to show how 
Placidus treated this subject of the cuspal 
incisions, I give herewith a reproduction 
of his article as translated by Partridge 
and published in “Partridge’s Epheme- 
rides” for the.years 1708 and 1709. It 
is believed this translation is from the 
“Celestial Philosophy” of Placidus, printed 
It is as follows: 

“The division of the heavens, form- 
erly made use of, was that which is 
commonly (but improperly) called the 
rational way of Regiomontanus, which 
is false, and not true to the real and 
natural motion of the heavens; for it 
is impossible, by dividing the equator 
into twelve equal parts, to divide the 
ecliptic so too; for in dividing the 
ecliptic we shall divide true motion, 
but in dividing the equator we shall 
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divide nothing but air; and though 


trigonometry is an excellent art, yet . 


if your data are false your quaesita 
must be of the same nature. But in 
dividing the heavens true, the Sun, 
etc., etc., must have an equal variance 
in each house between cusp and cusp, 
supra aut infra terram. Now, then, 
let us examine how this common divi- 
sion in use doth agree with this mo- 
tion. We will take the longest day in 
the year, when the Sun enters Cancer. 
The semi-diurnal arc of the Sun, in 
the beginning 6f Cancer, is 123° 11’, 
and there remains 82° 08’, the Sun’s 
distance from the tenth, when he 
comes to the cusp of the twelfth, 9° 
Aries being then on ‘the M.C.; but, 
by the rational way (a very improper 
term), when the Sun comes to the 
twelfth house there is 2° of Aries on 
the M.C., which makes 6° false on the 
twelfth house. Again, bring the Sun 


to the eleventh house, and then he is | 


distant from the M.C. 41° 03’, one- 
third of ‘his S.D. arc, and 22° Taurus 
is culminant ; but, by the rational there 
is 17° DLaurus on the mid-heaven, 
which makes an error of 5° on the 
cusp of the eleventh house. And when 
the Sun comes to the cusp of the 
tenth we differ 3°, on the eleventh 2°, 
on the twelfth 2°, on the second 2° 
and 3° on the third. 

“Now let us try the shortest day also, 
the Sun in the beginning of Capri- 
corn, his semi-diurnal arc is 56° 48’, 
the third of which is 18° 56’, which 
is also the Sun’s true distance from the 
ascendant, when he comes to the cusp 
of the twelfth house. 24° Scorpio 
is then on the mid-heaven, which, in 
their irrational way, hath 1° of Sagit- 
tarius, whichis 6° false on the cusp of 
the twelfth house. Again, from 37° 52’ 
take one-third more, and that brings 
the Sun to the cusp of the eleventh 
. house, at which time we have 12° 
Sagittarius on the tenth and they have 
18°, so that they are false 5° on the 
eleventh house by true motion; but 
besides, when they have 0° of Capri- 





corn on the tenth they have but 13° 
of the same sign on the eleventh 
house, which should be 18°; which, 
by their rule, will make the semi- 
diurnal arc of 0° Capricorn but 39°, 
which anyone may see is false, if they 
have but ingenuity enough to examine 
it. And, as for their trigonometry, 
they are deceived in their data, for 
the same proportions and numbers 
serve us likewise; as, for example, to 
gain the cusp of the eleventh house, 
0° Capricorn being on the tenth. As 
radius to C.S. of 60° 00’, so is the 
C.T. 23° 28’ to the C.T. 40° 56’. 
Again, C.S. 64° 26’ to C.S. of 4° 56’, 
so is the T>60° 00’ to the T. of 71° 
45’, which gives 18° 15’ of Capricorn 
on the cusp of the eleventh house, as 
before it was, by the semi-diurnal arc. 
Hence, it is plain that the division of 
the heavens by the equator is not true, 
and they may as well divide the eclip- 
tic by the prime vertical as that, and 
much about as true as that is; but be- 
sides they may also consider the poles 
of the houses, whether 32°, 47° and 
51° 32’ do agree in proportion to the 
division of the semi-diurnal arc, for 
32°, the pole of their eleventh, bear 
no proportion to 4° 30’, the difference 
between. the poles of the ascendant 
and twelfth house; and from hence it 
will appear to any reasonable person 
that their imaginary division is all 
false and not agreeable to the real and 
natural motion of the heavens. 

“IT am not the first that hath com- 
plained of the modus rationalis, which 
you may see if you,please to look into 
Morinus’ Astro, Call. lib. 17, which 
is all about that; but more particu- 
larly in the fifth chapter of that book. 
’Tis true that his objections are not 
the same as mine, but his objections 
were to prove the rational false. I 
would give you some of his objections, 
but I want room to do it here, and 
therefore refer you to the author him- 
self, and in particular to page 409. 
Hence, you might not be angry with 
me, but rather thank me for helping 
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you to'so easy a remedy for your false 
division. There are old errors as well 
as old truths, and the former generally 
ride the fore horse. However, I will 
go on and give you further proof of its 
falseness, and also show the ill conse- 
quence of it in practice., Let us sup- 
pose the Sun is in 8° of*Gemini sub. 
lat. 51° 32’, his semi-diurnal arc there 
is 120° 12’, the third part of that is 
40° 04’; this, taken from 120° 12’ 
leaves its distance from the M.C., and 
is its distance from the ascendant 
when the Sun comes to the cusp of the 
twelfth house, at which time there is 
8° of Gemini on the twelfth; but by 
the rational there are 15° of Gemini 
there, and yet how positive they are 
to exactness when they work the cusps 
to minutes and seconds. Now let us 
see how trigonometry will justify this 
division by the diurnal arc; 15° of 
Pisces on the M.C. and its R.A, 346° 
05’. As radius to the cosine 46° 0S’, 
so the cotangent 40° 52’ to the co- 
tangent of 51° 17’. Again, as the co- 
sine of 74° 47' to the cosine of 51° 
17’, so the tangent of 46° 05S’ to the 
tangent of 68°, which gives exactly 
8° of Gemini on the twelfth, as before. 
I do entreat them who endeavor to 
justify Regiomontanus, to prove theirs 
by true motion. He was a learned 
man, but Bernardus non videt omnia. 
Again let us take the Sun in 22° Cap- 
ricorn, sub. lat. 52° 32’, the M.C. 15° 
Sagittarius, to find the cusp of the 
twelfth house. The semi-diurnal arc 
of the Sun there is 59° 48’ and one- 
third of it is 19° 56’, which, sub- 
tracted from 59° 48’, leaves the dis- 
tance of the Sun from the tenth house 
39° 52’, when he comes to the cusp of 
the twelfth, at which time there is 
exactly 22° of Capricorn on the cusp 
of the twelfth; but by the rational 
there is but 15°, which is a very great 
difference in so small an arc, no less 
than 7° false, which, if it be well con- 
sidered, is certainly the grounds of 
abundance of errors in directions in 
nativities, which you see ought to be 
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rectified, and the method I take is by 
natural motion, not imaginary, as 
theirs is,-ividing nothing but air. 
Now Jet us see here, again, how trig- 
onometry will justify us in this kind 
of division. As radius to the cosine 
of 46° 05’, so is the cotangent of 40° 
52’ to the cotangent of 51° 17’. Again, 
as the cosine of 74° 47’ to the cosine 
of 51° 17’, so is the tangent of 46° 05’ 
to the tangent of 68°; this subtracted 
from the twelve signs leaves 22° of 
Capricorn on the cusp of the twelfth 
house, as before; which, by the divi- 
sion of Regiomontanus hath but 15°. 
I think I need not say anything to 
expose the falseness of it, for it is very 
visible in itself. I now come to show 
the mischief of this false division in 
directions, which is the principal thing 
I aim at in what I do on this subject. 
Let us suppose the Sun in 22° Capri- 
corn, on the cusp of the twelfth house 
by the true division; and I will direct 
him to the body of Saturn in 26° of 
Pisces, south latitude, and the arc of 
direction will be 43° 44’. Now let us 
direct the Sun to. the cusp of the 
twelfth in 22° Capricorn, by their 
division, to the body of Saturn, as be- 
fore, south latitude, and see what dif- 
ference there will be. The are of 
direction in their way will be 38° 08’, 
differing from the former by 5° 36’, 
which will be almost six years. I hope 
they will all own this to be a vast dif- 
ference, as well as a horrid error, in a 
direction. Again, let us take the Sun 
in 1° of Pisces, on the cusp of the 
twelfth house and direct him to the 
body of Jupiter in 11° of Taurus, by 
the true division, and the arc of direc- 
tion will be 42° O1’. Let us also work 
the same direction in their way, and 
the arc will be 36° 20', differing by 
5° 30’. Take one example more in 
signs of long ascension: Let the Sun 
be in 15° of Leo, on the twelfth as be- 
fore, and I direct him to 20° Virgo 
and the arc of direction is 44° 41’; 
then direct it their way and the arc is 
47° 41’, too great a difference to be

allowed. And so I will leave it with 
those who think it worth their while 
to enquire into the matter; and see 
what they can say in defense of+their 
division.” 


It is believed this article, appearing in 
the “Celestial Philosophy” of Placidus, a 
quarto printed at Milan in 1647, much of 
which was reproduced by Partridge in later 
years, practically ended the controversy in 
regard to the intermediate cusps. It was 
a direct rejection of the tables of Regio- 
montanus, Campanus, Porphry, Morinus 
and a few others who were experimenting 
with various house divisions. 

As is well known, the style of Placidus 
in controversy was often to use a subtle 
sarcasm. The reader will notice this in 
the passage where he says, “Hence it is 
plain that the division of the heavens by 
the equator is not true, and they may as 
well divide the ecliptic by the prime verti- 
cal, as that, and much about as true as that 
is.” ‘This is a two-way slap at the’system 
of Regiomontanus and also that of Cam- 
panus, who wanted to tri-sect the prime 
vertical, a proposition of such palpable 
absurdity that its mere mention should 
excite a fit of laughter. 

Placidus developed only briefly his 
fundamental contention that he used the 
“real and natural semi-arc motion of the 
heavens,” although that alone should end 
the controversy, for there is no motion of 
anything on the equator nor along the 
prime vertical, and, for that matter, it is 
unscientific to postulate celestial motion 
except on or of the ecliptic, as even the 
so-called motion by. right ascension is 
feigned and unnatural. 


Rapt Parallels 


In Wilson’s Dictionary of Astrology, 
under the definition and description of 
“parallels,” the author states that Placidus 
was the inventor of the mundane, or rapt 
parallels. It is also supposed that Placidus 
originated the doctrines connected with the 
crepusculine arcs, used for corrections in 
directing. 

How true these surmises are we do not 


know, but in studying Placidus we are 
often confronted with some ideas that seem 
to have been taken from a very ancient 
work on astrology which is now lost or else 


concealed in the secret archives of a medie~ 
val library at Rome, to which he had access, © 


As is well known, the rapt parallels are 


positions in mundo measured on the solar — 


‘semi-arc from the angles of a horoscopical 
map, and are analogous to the common 
and regularly used zodiacal parallels, which 
are simply parallels of declination. Now 
the ancient Egyptians called the parallels 
“beholden unto each other.” In astrology 


it was read as a man “beholden unto” ~ 


someone else, that is, under a kind of obli- 
gation to the other person, like a clans-

man’s fealty to his organization, or to the © 


members of it. Also a planet on the cusp 


of the Eleventh house would be in rapt 7 
parallel with any other on the cusp of the © 


Ninth house, because these cusps, being ~ 


equally distant from the meridian, are be- 
holden unto each other. 


The fundamental idea was not original © 


with Placidus, but it is believed he simply 
developed the rapt parallels from the an- 
cient book which brought him inspiration. 
Likewise, the crepusculines were used by 
the ancient Egyptians to correct what we 
now call refraction in observational 
astronomy, and Placidus merely reduced 
the theory of them to his rule for calcu- 
lating the famous crepusculine arcs. 
Again, the references made by Placidus 
to “the angle of the west,” seem to have 
come from an exceedingly antiquated 
source, for it is well known the Egyptians 
mentioned the west as the land of the dead, 
where life was “cut off,” and Placidus 
argued that terminus vitae was a function 
of the “angle of the west.” He seems to 
have adapted these ideas from some 
ancient book, now lost, or held in secrecy, 
and it may be the same book from which 
Capella, Cardinal de Cusa and Nicholas 
Copernicus directly derived their doctrine 
of the heliocentric planetary system. All 
these men studied in the library of the 
Vatican at Rome, and Copernicus once re- 
marked, “I have stolen the golden vases of 
the Egyptians.” The golden vases of the 
Egyptians were simply the planets, 
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House Two—Financial Conditions as 
Indicated in the Horoscope 






The natural ruler of the Second House 
is Taurus, the sign of the farmer, hence it 
was no doubt originally intended that every 
man should be a farmer, or at least sit 
under his own vine and fig tree, but as 
other signs come up to the Second cusp this 
original tendency is frustrated, but we 
always have to think of the other signs as 
being superimposed on Taurus. Taurus is 
the sign of accumulation, of peace and 
repose, since the ruler Venus is the least 
-active of all the signs, but when the harvest 
is good, she sings songs of joy and con- 
tentment. 

A martial sign like Aries or Scorpio on 
the Second is therefore an indication of 
lack of material peace through having to 
strive and work for gain. Since man’s lib- 
erty of action, of expression and of move- 
ment depends largely on his finances and 
on his possessions (which later may be a 
cause of restriction), the Second House jis 
also said to govern personal freedom. 

Planets in the second house will repre- 
sent gain through events, occupations and 
people represented by the planets. Good 
aspects make the money come easily. In- 
harmonious aspects do not necessarily pre- 
vent the money coming, but they cause 
hard work, delays or difficulties. 

In estimating the question of money, one 
has also to consider the two benefics Venus 
and Jupiter, for if they are strong and well 
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placed they give luck and good fortune. 
One must also realize that not merely the 
Second but four houses are concerned with 
finance. 


Four Houses Connected with Finance 


The four houses connected with finance 
and gain are the Second, Fifth, Eighth, and 
Eleventh, giving us: 

Second House—gain from personal effort. 

Fifth House—gain through children, plea- 
sure, theatres, speculation or enterprise. 

Eighth House—gain through partner, 
through legacies. 

Eleventh House—gain from the profession 
or friends. 


’ 


Note too that in considering the finan- 
cial conditions one has often to look at the 
Sixth House, which is that of work and 
service, and the Tenth House, which is that 
of the profession. 


Rules for Estimating the Conditions 
of the Second House 


1. The sign on the Second House must 
be considered as representing the particular 
matter or method that will cause gain, e.g.: 
Aries on Second cusp—gain through using 

new methods, engineering, etc. 

Taurus on Second cusp—gain through real 
estate, savings, etc., conservation of ef- 
fort, art, song, etc. 

Gemini on Second cusp—gain through rela- 
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tives, journeys, library work, writings, 

salesmanship, etc. 

Cancer on Second cusp—gain through mat- 
ters connected with home, mines, old 
people, public commodities. 

Leo on Second cusp—gain through matters 
connected with the theatre, or what is 
romantic or speculative, etc. 

Note too that the decanate of the sign on 
the cusp is important, since it brings in a 
sub-ruler which may be more beneficial 
than the actual ruler. 

2. The ruler of the Second cusp must 
next be noted: 

a. Note the sign it occupies, for this will 
modify the matter that brings gain. 

b. Note the housé this planet occupies, for 
this also will modify the matter that 
brings gain. 

c. Note the aspects this planet makes, for 
favorable aspects will make it easy to 
get money through the people and con- 
ditions denoted by the planets, while un- 
favorable aspects will create obstacles 
and entail hard work. 

3. a. Note any planets in the Second 
House, for these will be of vital impor- 
tance in bringing into manifestation peo- 
ple and conditions which will play on 
the house of money. 

b. Note the aspects of these planets, par- 
ticularly to Jupiter and Venus, which 
are always helpful in money making. 
Even if they don’t bring large sums of 
money, as they are sometimes said to do, 
if harmonious, they always give a feel- 
ing of contentment in finance. 

We will carry out this scheme in the 
chart of Jay Gould*, who accumulated a 
fortune of 80 million dollars mainly 

4through railroad speculation. 

First of all note the sign of Gemini on 
the Ascendant containing both its own 
ruler Mercury and also the sun. You might 
know immediately that he will be inter- 
ested in all means of communication, 
among them methods of travel. The As- 
cendant shows what you are suited for 
temperamentally.

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1. The Second cusp is Cancer, denoting 
the ability to hold on to the money. It 
also denotes money through people in . 
general. Note this is the second decanate 
ruled by Mars, bringing if the driving 
energy of this planet, new matters (rail- 
roads were in their infancy in his days), 
also things made of iron. 


2. The ruler of the Second cusp is the 


Moon, and this is in: 

a. Libra, showing he will not make the 
money simply through his own efforts 
but through the efforts of others. What 
we mean by this is, that he did not build 
the railroads. He stepped in later. 

b. The Moon is in the Fifth House, 
showing that it is through speculation 
that he will make his money. 

c. The aspects of the Moon are four. 
It is conjunct Saturn and Saturn is in 
its exaltation sign, showing there is no 
fear of big things. Both are in good as- 
pect to Mercury, the ruler of the As- 
_cendant, hence he is temperamentally 
lucky in speculation. Both are square 
Venus and Jupiter in the Second House, 
but Jupiter is in Cancer, its sign of 
exaltation, hence he will refuse to be 
beaten even by a square from Saturn. 


3. Planets in the Second House. Note 


that he has the two benefics, Jupiter and 
Venus, in the Second House, the former 
dignified by being in its own house and 
the latter exalted, therefore any afilic- 
tions to these two planets will not cause 
him to be unduly thrown off his balance, 
but they will provide a spur that will 
lead him more and more into bigger 
things, They will call forth action that 
must end well. Looking at the chart we 
would know immediately that there 
would be war and trouble coming to him 
because of his speculations. People who 
get heart palpitations when they find 
they have Jupiter square Saturn in their 
charts may well ponder this fact that 
the square is not malicious to those who 
are not afraid of hard work. As a matter 
of fact, Jupiter, being too good-natured 
and expansive, often needs the check of 
Saturn if he is ever going to concentrate 
all his energies on one plan.

4. Note the aspects to the Second House 
Planets. Besides the aspects noted above, 
Venus and Jupiter, the two benefics, are 
in good aspect with both Mercury and 
the Ascendant, again bringing out the 
fact that he was temperamentally suited 
to make money the way he did. 

We shall now consider several other 
charts of men whose Second House condi- 
tions are interesting. 

1, Edison has Sagittarius on the Second 
cusp. Jupiter, the ruler of this sign, is 
sextile Uranus in Aries, hence his money 
will come through inventions. Jupiter, 
when he gives, gives in large quantities. 
But Jupiter is in Gemini in the Eighth 
House, the house of partners, hence he 
will be financially tied up with asso- 
ciates, and as Jupiter is square to Saturn 
and Venus (aspects which we saw in 
Gould’s chart), we do not judge that he 
will ever be ruined, but we do see that 
the benefit is largely with the partners, 
whereas in Gould’s chart it was in his 
own house of money. 

. Ruskin, the writer, has Aries on the cusp 
of the Second House. The ruler Mars is 
in its exaltation sign of Capricorn and 
conjunct Mercury, the planet of writers, 
and Jupiter, the planet of philosophers. 
All three are sextile to Uranus, the 
planet of originality of thought, and to 
Neptune, the planet of mysticism. Mars 
often brings money through the dead, 
since it is the natural ruler of Scorpio, 
Eighth House sign. Ruskin inherited 
over half a million dollars from his fa- 
ther and was also successful in making 
money through writings and lectures. 
William Blake, the great artist and poet, 
has the hopeful, trusting Leo on the cusp 
of his Second House. Leo is not saving 
and thrifty like Cancer or Taurus, and 
with Neptune in the sign makes a vi- 
sionary concerning money. Mars in the 
second will bring strife and trouble 
through money matters, especially as it 
is square Mercury in Scorpio. Mercury 
rules writings, and he cannot make 
money through these, but he will always 
hope to do so. He was buried in a 
pauper’s grave. 


4. Harry Lauder has Virgo on the,Second - 


cusp, which tends to use discretion and? 
judgment. Mercury the ruler, however, 
is in Leo, hence when he gives he can 
give royally. Mercury is trine Saturn) 
which does not give quickly, but it will” 
give in large quantities when there is a 
reason (Mercury). Mercury is also trine~ 
Neptune, which will make it hard to get 
hold of money. in early life, but later it: 
will bring money through music and long 
journeys. Sea voyages will also be the 
means of earning money. His Mid- 
heaven, Taurus, governs songy and it is 
interesting to note that his first real 
success was in a Taurean country—lIre- 
land. 


5. Abdul Baha, one of the leaders of the 


Bahai group of believers, has Aries on 
the cusp of the Second House. The ruler 
Mars is in Gemini square Jupiter in the 
First, indicating losses coming to him 
through people in authority or power. 
Uranus, the ruler of his Ascendant, is in 
the Second House in good aspect with 
Saturn in the Twelfth House, hence in 
spite of his imprisonment, restriction and 
limitations, there will be unexpected 
breaks of luck coming to him. His Sun 
is on the cusp of -the Fouth House, 
giving innate optimism and confidence, 
hence he would have no difficulty in 
leaving his finances to higher powefs 
(Uranus). 


. Queen Elizabeth has Aquarius on the 


Second cusp. Its rulers, Saturn and 
Uranus, are conjunct in Cancer in the 
Seventh House. When these two planets 
are together they are never merged, but 
they act one at a time and one at an- 
other, Saturn made her known as the 
meanest of women, while Uranus would 
help her to spend unexpectedly at times. 
She helped her own fortunes and those ~ 
of England by getting all kinds of people 
and leaders of other nations to offer to 
do things for her because they hoped to 
marry her (Seventh House). Her Nep- 
tune in the Second House trine the two

July Period of Transition—Democracies Attain Upper Hand—Loss for Axis Powers—New. Figures 
Arise to Direct Nations—Hitler’s Defeat May Be Considerable—United Nations Have Great 


Chance for European Offensive—Outstanding Victories for Russia—Possible Japanese 


L, SPITE of the fact that transiting Mars 
makes only one major aspect (a sextile to 
Venus) in July, the God of War is not apt 
to rest on any previous laurels. The rise to 
power of all the totalitarian nations oc- 
curred as Uranus transited Taurus, and now 
as Uranus works forward in Gemini, the 
democracies are due to get the upper hand 
in world developments, The Mars influence 
moving rapidly through Leo this month 
could easily be reflected in some disastrous 
losses by any or all of the Axis powers; the 
fighting force of this position, squaring the 
Taurus and Scorpio planets of hitherto 
seemingly impregnable leaders, could cut 
the foundation of their success at the roots, 
leaving them to wither with time. 

In any case, July appears to be a period 
of transition, as one complete phase of the 
war terminates with the final square of 
Mercury to Neptune on July 10th, and a 
far different force begins operating by 
August. The terminations affect diplomatic 
relations, living conditions, industry and 
production, lines of communication and 
supplies (especially all modes of marine 
carriers as well as-land or air transporta- 
tion), also foreign agents, any Intelligence 
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Attempt to Conciliate Russia or Break with Axis—China Sorely Tried 


Service, and opens knowledge of enemy 


plans, resources, powers. At this’ time 
Mercury is conjunct the great fixed star, 
Betelgeuze, which injects belligerent activi- 
ties and combat forces as the cause of con- 
ditions or events. The sextile of Mars to 
Venus follows on the 12th, with Mercury 
entering Cancer. The probabilities are, that 
after a sweeping clean-up in any of the 
above matters, an offer of peace, or of 
large collaboration, may have all the ear- 
marks of an easy victory—or at least the 
world may think another “armistice” is due. 
If it is accepted it will be just another 
truce, for Venus squares Neptune on the 
21st and the black cat jumps out of the 
bag. The beginning of the new phase 
(which develops rapidly in August) may 
be apparent after July 23rd when the Sun 
enters Leo: between that time and August 
Ist, world-shaking changes may occur in 
governments, alliances, treaties, pacts; new 
dominant figures arise to direct nations, 
war, industries, as well as the economic and 
financial fabric of peoples everywhere, 
While Mars seems agreeable by transit, 
it certainly is not in the key cycle charts. 
In the Great Mutation chart it opposes 
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Mercury and Neptune early in the month, 
which may be a hard-hitting factor in the 
terminations of that period; while in turn 
Venus and Mercury square Mars and 
Uranus, stressing the pressure on nerves, 
tension, as well as events. In the Mars 
cycle, the Spring Equinox, Feb. 1941 Mu- 
tation, many eclipse points, etc., Mars has 
powerful squares and oppositions to Saturn 
and Uranus, bringing these planets of 
economics, finance, government, organiza- 
tion and disorganization into drastic promi- 
nence. So in many parts of the world the 
structure of civilization is falling apart, 
probably under explosive or shattering con- 
ditions. Volcanic eruptions, earthquakes, 
storms, may be part of these unbridled 
forces. From these charts the most intense 
battle areas appear to be: the North At- 
lantic from off Newfoundland, to Iceland, 
the Scandinavian countries (the status of 
Norway and Sweden may change), to Mur- 
“mansk, and there could even be shipping, 
troop or naval movement all the way to the 
Bering Sea. In any case that Sea, Eastern 
Siberia, the Sea of Okhotsk, Japan, the 
Philippines and Australia, may all be in- 
volved in conflict. The South Atlantic, 
French West Africa, African Territories 
bordering on the Indian Ocean from Dur- 
ban north and east, the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean (with great emphasis now on 
Egypt, Syria, Palestine), Iran, Southern 
Russia and Afghanistan may be scenes of 
violence and treachery. At this time it 
could be that Syria and Palestine emerge 
as the decisive terrain of future victory. 


The United States 


As Jupiter moves from a conjunction of 
its radix place to the radix Sun in the 
U. S. chart, the Government and people 
appear extremely gratified over the vic- 
tories of the United Nations, the success 
of the American High Command and armed 
services, the transmission of war materials 
and supplies from and to this country, while 
morale and the production schedule are 
high. Nevertheless over-optimism should 
be held in leash lest complications develop 
in August when Jupiter squares Saturn in 
the natal chart. Such complications are 


indicated by the transiting Venus and 
Saturn conjuncting radix Uranus.. The eco- 
nomic and financial restrictions, and con- 
trol exercised by this government during 
the past year (especially around May Ist) 
require still more drastic action to off-set 
increased living costs (inflation) and to 
speed war efforts in production or use of 
man power. Wages and working hours will 
be part of the strife: rationing extended in 
clothes, foods, transportation facilities of 
all kinds, perhaps postal or telegraph ser- 
vice, publishing. Any temporizing now will 
cause further limitations next April when 
Venus and Saturn again conjunct radix 
Uranus, while these influences are effective 
until 1946 by parallel. Large numbers 
of people are now moved into war produc- 
tion. The 1943 income tax bill and com- 
pulsory savings are high-lighted. As Mars 
and Pluto rise at the full Moon of June 
28th and at the new Moon of July 13th, 
and Mars moves from the opposition of the 
radix Moon to oppose the progressed Moon 
in August, war production in all its diverse 
phases may now require the services of 
the entire civilian population, old or young; 
any business not contributing to the war 
effort may go by the board. Any attempt 
at enemy action against this country will 
be blasted; at home or abroad the nation 
is at last pouring on the fire and brimstone. 


Great Britain ~ 


The protective power of Jupiter over the 
city and government at London is now 
changed, as that planet is in Cancer and 
Saturn and Uranus take its place—not a 
very hopeful sign. However, if Churchill 
weathers the political storms of May-June, 
his position should be notably stronger 
after the new Moon of the 13th. While the 
Empire continues to fight courageously and 
brilliantly in July, war conditions may 
become acute both from enemy action and 
domestic troubles. Restrictions of finances, 
labor, supplies, the health of civilians or 
armed forces, may be serious. Political 
plots and counter-plots at home, interna- 
tional intrigue and extraordinary diplomatic 
pressure by other governments, together 
with enemy agents, especially in the Col- 
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onies, may come to a head with explosive 
results as Mercury squares Neptune, touch- 
ing off the square of radix Moon to Uranus 
in the English chart. This also may pre- 
cipitate changes in the High Command of 
the United Nations, possibly in favor of the 
United States Board of Strategy, which 
presumably is brought about by losses at 
sea or to the armed force overseas. * The 
English Channel and ports, the Atlantic 
Ocean north, west and south of the British 
Isles, may see furious battles, while an 
Axis submarine blockade may be very 
effective during early July. Ireland, Spain, 
Libya, from Egypt east to India, may 
present heavy problems, politically or by 
war. The failure of Sir Stafford Cripps’ 
mission to India in April may now be 
realized in full. As against these troubles, 
a contact with Norway may open the door 
to freedom for that country, and closer 
diplomatic relations with Sweden and Fin- 
land. The Axis will be pounded by bombs 
and shells; the fires of war may scourge 
all of its European territories. 


Germany 


The United Nations have their great 
chance in July to move in on Germany 
and German occupied territory with crush- 
ing force, as Mars moves through Leo in 
the 7th house in the German chart, and 
the transiting Neptune, also in the 7th 
square the radix Mars, is activated by an 
adverse Mercury. If Hitler still retains 
command of the Army (which he took 
over last January), his defeats could be 
considerable, in loss of men, munitions, 
production, personal power and civilian 
morale. In any case the German people 
may~either have to battle or run for their 
lives. On the other hand, any German land 
offensive could lose heavily; a two-front 
war could weaken all resources, including 
heads of Government and High Command,- 
so that further failures would follow in 
August and September. Their offensives at 
sea seem to fare much better. However, 
it will take fast, perfectly co-ordinated 
plans and action on the part of the United 
Nations to be fully victorious in any event, 
for by intrigue and diplomatic wire pulling, 
Germany could execute a strategic move- 
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ment to obtain supplies, man power, the 
support of important governments to pre- 
vent any total defeat. The French navy 
and French territorial possessions could of 
course be used in this way. 


Russia 


The U.S.S.R. may have taken the initia- 
tive in warfare by powerful moves at the 
end of June. Some reverses threaten around 
the 15th of July, but the month could wind 
up with outstanding victories for Russia. 
Peace overtures between that country and 
a very formidable enemy (probably Japan) 
are possible, but whatever conciliatory 
moves are made, Russia still has an ace 
up its sleeve, and its far-reaching, long 
range plans continue to be the Soviet’s 
private affair. To prevent these plans leak- 
ing out, a drastic purge may take place 
at Moscow, or diplomatic envoys be retired, 


Far East 


Japan seems to be fighting more on the 
home grounds this month, but whether near 
or far, as the month progresses losses be- 
come more serious both by sea and air. 
Basic resources are destroyed. Neverthe- 
less the Japanese Government: may startle 
the world in two directions; by attempting 
to concilate Russia and by a break of 
some kind with the Axis. Germany and 
Japan will not see eye to eye, possibly in 
regard to territories or loot taken by either. 
Japan will resist German demands or orders. 

China may be sorely tried by war and 
financial lack. Promised supplies may be 
cut off by ruthless enemy action, and many 
Chinese centers attacked or bombed. 
Nevertheless powerful allies are at hand 
and will become of the utmost importance 
to the nation shortly. ‘Both the United 
States and forces in India are in process 
of forging links to east and west by which 
the Government and people will be sus- 
tained and future interests be advanced. 

The South Pacific is still the scene of 
battle; the sea lanes east of Australia may 
be especially hazardous. But that continent 
itself should now be a firm base of offen- 
sive action, although it is not free from 
assaults. By July, General MacArthur may 
be transferred to a more crucial post.

Julio, Periodo de Transicién—Las Democracias Obtienen La Supremacia—Perdidas Para Los 
Poderes Del Axis—Nuevas Lideres se Levantan Para Dirigir La Nacién—La Derrota 
De Hitler Puede Ser Considerable—Las Naciones Unidas Tienen Grande Oportunidad 
Para Una Ofensiva Europea—Sobresalientes Victorias Para Rusia—Es Posible Un 
Atentado Japones Para Consiliar A Rusia O Romper Con El Axis— 
Penosas Pruebas Para China. 


Indicaciones Generales 


A pesar del hecho que el transito de 
Marte hace unicamente un aspecto mayor 
(un sextil a Venus) en Julio, el Dios de 
la Guerra no esta dispuesto a descansar en 
sus previos laureles. La elevacién al poder 
de todas las naciones totalitarias ocurrié 
al transitar Uranos en Tauros, y ahora 
que Uranos avanza en Gemini, es indicado 
que las democracias obtengan la supremacia 
en el desarrollo de los asuntos mundiales. 
La influencia de Marte moviendose rapida- 
mente atravez del Leon, podria facilmente 
ser reflejada en algunas desastrosas pérdidas 
para uno o todos los poderes del Axis. La 
fuerza bélica de esta posicién, cuadrando 
los planetas que gobiernan a los lideres que 
hasta aqui aparecian impregnables, podria 
destruir las fundaciones de exito en sus 
raices, dejando al tiempo su completo 
desecamiento. 

En todo caso, Julio aparece ser un periodo 
de transicién, como una completa face de 
Ja guerra termina con el final cuadrado de 
Mercurio a Neptuno en el 10 de Julio, y 
una diferente fuerza comienza a operar en 
Agosto. La terminacién afecta las rela- 
ciones diplomaticas, condiciones de vida, la 
industria y produccion, las lineas de com- 
unicacion, viveres, (especialmente todas 
clases de trasportes maritimos, asi como 
tambien en la tierra y en el aire), agentes 
estrangeros, los servicios secretos y el pleno 
conocimiento de los planes del enemigo, 
sus recursos y poderes. 

En este tiempo Mercurio hace conjuncion 
con la gran estrella fija Betelgeuze, la cual 
inyecta beligerentes actividades y- fuerzas 
combativas como la causa de eventos y 
condiciones. El sextil de Marte a Venus 
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sigue en el 12, cuando Mercurio entra en 
Cancer. Las probabilidades son: que des- 
pues de una completa limpia en cualquier 
de los asuntos dichos anteriormente, una 
oferta de paz, o de gran colaboracién, puede 
tener la semblanza de una victoria facil, o 
a lo menos, el mundo puede pensar que 
otro “armisticio” se impone. Si esto es 
aceptado, no sera mas que otra tregua, pues 
Venus cuadra a Neptuno en el 21 y el gato 
negro salta fuera del costal. El comienzo 
de la nueva face (la cual desarrolla rapida- 
mente en Agosto) puede ser aparente des- 
pues del 23 de Julio cuando el Sol entra 
al signo del Leén. Entre este tiempo y el 
1° de Agosto, pueden ocurrir cambios que 
hacen temblar los gobiernos, las alianzas, 
los tratados, pactos, etc etc. Nuevas y 
dominantes figuras se levantaran a dirigir 
las naciones, la guerra, las industrias. 
Mientras Marte aparece acequible por 
transito, en el ciclo de Marte, en el equin- 
oxio, y la Mutacién de Febrero de 1941, 
Marte tiene poderosos cuadrados y oposi- 
ciones, trayendo finanzas, economia, gobi- 
erno, organizacién y desorganizacion a 
drastica prominencia. Asi, en muchas 
partes del mundo la estructura de la 
civilizacién esta derrumbandose, bajo ex- 
plosives y desvastadoras circunstancias. 
Erupciones volcanicas, temblores, tempes- 
tades, pueden ser producidas por estas 
fuerzas incontrolables. Por estas cartas la 
mas intensa area de batalla parece ser el 
Norte del Atlantico desde Terranova a

Los Estados Unidos 


Al moverse Jupiter de una conjuncién 
de su posicién natal a la posicién natal del 
Sol en la carta de los Estados Unigos, el 
gobierno y el pueblo aparecen extremada- 
mente gratificados sobre las victorias de 
las Nactones Unidas, los éxitos de los altos 
jefes Americanos, y las fuerzas armadas, 
la trasmisi6n de los materiales de guerra 
para afuera y adentro de este pais, mientras 
la moral y la produccién son satisfactoria- 
mente altas. Sin embargo, el optimismo 
debiera ser limitado a la fuerza de los 
hechos, para evitar complicaciones que pue- 
den sobrevenir en Agosto, cuando Jupiter 
cuadra a Saturno en la carta natal. Tales 
complicaciones estan indicadas por Venus 
y Saturno en transito y haciendo conjuncién 
con Uranos natal. Las restricciones eco- 
némicas y financieras, y el control ejercitado 
por este gobierno durante el afio pasado 
(especialmente alrededor del 1° de Mayo) 
todavia requieren mas drastica accion para

Cual- 
quiera temporizacién hecha ahora causara 
mas limitaciones en el siguiente Abril, 
cuando Venus y Saturnd otra vez hacen 
conjuncién con el Uranos natal, mientras 
estas influencias son efectivas hasta 1946 
por’ paralelo. Grandes numeros de gente 
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ha sido movida a la produccion de ma- 
teriales de guerra. Las _ contribuciones 
propuestas para 1943 y el ahoro conpul- 
sorio son enfasizados. Como Marte y Pluto 
se levantan en la Luna Llena del 28 de 
Junio, y en la Nueva Luna de Julio 13, y 
Marte se mueve de la oposicion de la Luna 
natal a oponer la Luna progresada en 
Agosto, la produccién de guerra en todas 
sus diversas faces tal vez requiera los 
servicios de la entera populacién civil, 
jovenes y viejos; cualquier negocio que no 
contribuya directamente al esfuerzo que se 
hace por la guerra se ira a pique.

Gran Bretaiia 


El poder protectivo de Jupiter sobre la 
ciudad y el gobierno’ de Londres ha sido 
cambiado, como ese planeta esta en Cancer, 
y Saturno y Uranos toman su lugar—no 
un signo de esperanza. Sin embargo, si 
Churchill logra pasar la tempestad politica 
de Mayo-Junio, su posicién deberia ser 
notablemente mas fuerte despues de la 
Nueva Luna del 13. Mientras el Imperio 
continua peleando ‘con valor y brillantes 
hechos de armas en Julio, condiciones de 
guerra pueden hacerse agudas de ambos 
lados, tanto por accion del enemigo como 
por dificultades internas.

Europeos, 


Alemania 


Los Estados Unidos tienen su gran opor- 
tunidad en Julio de moverse para entrar 
en Alemania y los territorios ocupados por 
ella, con desvastadora fuerza, al moverse 
Marte atravez del signo del Ledn en la 7a 
casa en la Carta Germanica. Si Hitler 
todavia retiene el mando del Ejercito (el 
cual tomé el pasado Enero) su derrota 
pudiera ser considerable, en perdidas en 
hombres, municiones, produccién, poder 
personal y la moral de los civiles. En todo 
caso el pueblo Aleman puede tener que 
pelear o correr para salvar sus vidas. Por 
otro lado, cualquiera ofensiva Alemana por 
tierra perderia pesadamente, una guerra 
con dos frentes debilitaria todos sus re- 
cursos, incluyendo las cabezas del gobierno 
y-los jefes del alto mando, asi que mas 
fracasos seguirian en Agosto y Septiembre.

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Rusia 


La Union Sovietica puede haber tomado 
la iniciativa guerrera por poderosos movi- 
mientos en el fin de Junio. Algunos reversos 
parecen amenazar alrededor del 15 de Julio, 
pero el mes podria pasar con sobresalientes 
victorias para Rusia. Ofrecimientos de paz 
entre ese pais y un formidable enemigo 
(probablemente Japén) son posibles, pero 
desentendiendo cualquier movimiento con- 
siliador que sea hecho, Rusia tiene un as 
todavia que jugar y sus extensos planes 
continuan siendo el privado asunto del 
Soviet.

El Lejano Este 


E] Japon esta peleando mas cerca de su 
propio terreno; pero ya cerca o lejos, como 
el mes progresa, sus perdidas se hacen mas 
serias por mar y aire. Sus recursos basicos 
estan destruidos. A pesar de eso, el Go- 
bierno Japonés puede sorprender al mundo 
en dos direcciones: uno, por hacer atenta- 
dos de consiliacién a Rusia, otro, por una 
clase de ruptura con el Axis. Alemania y 
el Japon no veran ojo a ojo, posiblemente 
respecto a los territorios o el saqueo hecho 
por cualquiera de ellos, Japon resistira las 
demandas de Alemania, o sus ordenes. 

China puede ser duramente probada por 
la guerra y la falta de finanzas. Prometi- 
das ayudas pueden ser cortadas.por accién 
del enemigo, y muchos centros Chinos 
pueden ser atacadgs o bombardeados. Sin 
embargo, aliados poderosos estan cerca, y 
seran de la mas grande importancia a esa 
nacion en corto tiempo, Ambos los Estados 
Unidos y Jas fuerzas en India estan en 
proceso de formar eslabones al Este y Oeste 
por los cuales el gobierno y el pueblo seran 
sostenidos, alimentados y sus futuros in- 
tereses seran avanzados. 

El Sur del Pacifico es todavia la escena

Pero el pais esta muy lejos de estar quieto, 
pues motines pueden ocurrir sobre asuntos 
foraneos, las alianzas 0 enemigos dentro de 
la nacion. La costa Oriental del Brazil 
deberia ser muy vigilada, porque las rutas 
que llevan a Africa son areas exitadas en 
Julio. La actividad submarina pudiera ser 
especialmente destructiva. Tambien la 
costa Norte del Brazil requiere atencién, 
asi como los paises tocando el Mar Caribe 
y el Canal de Panama. Colombia quede 
testificar activa guerra, mientras Venezuela 
tiene una interna combustion. Las po- 
sesciones Holandesas, Inglesas y Francesas 


queden convertirse en bases guerreras. Con- 
diciones en Chile seran muy dificiles al 
hacer conjuncién Saturno vy Uranos al 
natal Jupiter y Luna, oponiendo a Saturno 
y Uranos en esa Carta. El pais puede estar 
dividido explosivamente en una crisis sobre 
su politica interna y externa, asi como am- 
bien sufrir algunas erupciones de natura. 
Cualquiera agente del enemigo en México, 
puede hacerse mas nosivo al bienestar del 
pais; una exposura de. sus tacticas podria 
ser desintegrante para las finanzas nacio- 
nales, para las alianzas, tratados y relaciones 
economicas, y quiza esta contingencia se 
presente muy pronto. Las actuales lineas 
de batalla pueden acercarse mucho a Mé- 
xico, ya sea en el Golfo, en la costa Ori-

South and Central America 

Argentina should extend its economic 
and financial interests in July, and for the 
coming winter, through unusual industrial 
and shipping developments. For instance, 
the production of canned goods may reach 
enormous proportions. But the country is 
far from quiet; rioting may occur over 
foreign affairs, alliances, or aliens within 
the nation. The east coast of Brazil should 
be guarded, for air and shipping lanes to 
Africa are excited areas in July. Sub- 
marine activity could be especially destruc- 
tive. This is true also of the northern 
coast of Brazil, the countries touching on, 
and Islands in, the Caribbean and the 
Panama Canal. Colombia may see active 
fighting, while Venezuela has internal com- 
bustion. British, Dutch, French posses- 
sions may become active war bases. Con- 


ditions in Chile may be very difficult as 
Saturn-Uranus conjunct the radix Jupiter 
and Moon, opposing Neptune-Saturn in 
that chart. The country may be divided 
explosively in a crisis over foreign rela- 
tions and domestic policies as well as erup- 
tions of nature. Any Axis agents in Mexico 
may now become most inimical to the 
country’s welfare. An exposure of their 
tactics, which could be disruptive-to the 
national finances, or to alliances, treaties 
and economic relations may come shortly. 
Actual battle lines may now come very 
close to Mexico, either through the Gulf 
on the east or the west coast, striking up- 
ward into the United States. Panama 
seems almost complacent—a bad attitude, 
for there are vultures at both ends of 
the Canal, under-sea and over-head.*

You are extremely practical and an ex- 
cellent manager, but would probably be 
more successful managing another’s busi- 
ness than in conducting your own.

Uranus, ruler of the 10th house, sextiles 
the Venus-Jupiter conjunction in the 9th 
and fills out the Grand Trine with Sun- 
Saturn in the 6th and Pluto on the cusp of 
the 3rd. This is an excellent set-up for a 
teacher; languages, dietetics or home eco- 


nomics would perhaps be the best choices 
of subject. Nursing is also indicated, par- 
ticularly in the public health field, al- 
though unless her interests were deeply 
aroused beforehand, she probably would

The creative urge is very strong in this 
chart and a career in a creative field is in- 
dicated by the position of Neptune, the 
ruler of the 5th house of self-expression, in 
the 10th house of profession, and the place- 
ment of Uranus, the planet of originality, 
in the 5th house. The girl has the versa- 
tility of the Sun, Moon and Venus in 
Gemini, and although the Mercury-Venus 
combination mentioned in the April 1942 
issue as being so often accompanied by © 
talent in several artistic directions is not 
present, Mercury and Venus are strength- 
ened by mutual reception. Although it is 
not always advisable to make distinctions 
between the various artistic lines in charts 
of this type, Jupiter in the 3rd house, sex- 
tile the 5th house Uranus, throws the 
weight toward writing, In addition, Mars 
in the 9th sextiles Mercury and trines the 
rising Saturn. Journalism is not harder on 
the nerves than art, and the compensation 
is certainly not less in most cases. Adver- 
tising is favorable, but in this field we 
would advise training in writing copy 
rather than concentration on commercial 
art; the girl’s artistic sense would be of 
immense value in visualizing layouts, but 
the writing end of advertising is more 
favorable to the’ chart, and also a more 
lucrative field. With the Sun and Moon 
in Gemini, it would be expected that ner-

This chart shows unmistakable me- 
chanical ability and ingenuity, which cer- 
tainly should be developed professionally. 
Mars and Mercury in the 12th house 
closely conjunct in Sagittarius, are also 
conjunct Jupiter in Capricorn and sextile 
Venus, ruler of the MC, in the 2nd house. 
The demand today for skilled mechanics

vague and differing rules about planets 
being “oriental” and “occidental,” and con- 
cerning “dexter” and “sinister” planets. 

These variations in the power of aspects 
apply, of course, to Venus, the other known 
“inner planet,” and to all “outer planets” 
as they do with Saturn. To make use of 
this information it is not necessary to make 
a diagram of the heavens each time one 
makes a horoscope. In our present methods 
of approximate estimates of the powers re- 
leased in any birth or horary chart, the 
interpreter will find that a much more 
accurate valuation can be made of the 
actual strength of the various aspects by 
noting if planets, because of their relative 
positions in the heavens, distinct from the 
angles, shine on the dark or unreflective 
face of the Moon (especially) or other 
body. If so, the aspect will be noticeably 
less effective so far as that particular planet 
is concerned than if it shines on the re- 
flective face, the nearer to full reflection, 
the greater the energies released, providing, 
of course, that the Moon or other body is 
also at a reflective phase’ of the solar rays 
on the earth.

“Fighting the Japs” 


“Why do so many women endure such 
abuse in love and marriage?” is a ques- 
tion one might well ask in reading the many 
letters which relate in detail the manifold 
indignities received at the hands of selfish, 
inconsiderate husbands. These range all 
the way from extreme physical cruelty and 
adultery, condoned time and again, to a 
husband’s assuming full control of his wife’s 
salary and spending it on other women. 

Now, whether she consciously realizes or 
admits this fact or not, any materially inde- 
pendent woman of today who allows her- 
self to endure for any length of time such 
abasement of pride and self esteem must 
indeed find a perverted sense of pleasure in 
acting the role of love slave, or a “martyr 
to marriage,” and in suffering the most 


. humiliating mental or physical tortures 


through such depreciating treatment at 
her husband’s hands. There seem actually 
to be women, even in this day and age and 
in these United States of America, who un- 
consciously derive a sense of painful 
pleasure in the degradation they suffer at 
the hands of their cruel, sadistic spouses, 
and probably the last thing in the world 
they subjectively desire—regardless of 
what they write or express to others, or 
what their conscious mind dictates—is to 
put an end to the humiliating situation 
which they term marriage, or even to 
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change the conditions of it. Innerly they 
enjoy their bondage to their cruel, inhu- 
mane husbands. These types have no 
really genuine inner desire to be free, or 
to change an apparently, or outerly, miser- 
able situation which would be unbearable 
to a normal self-respecting woman, but 
prefer to go on being “doormats” until 
either death, or the final indignity of being 
deserted and completely ignored by their 
husbands, ends their marital existence, after 
which time we often find them living only 
in sad, fond vicarious memory of their for- 
mer mates. This self-abasing type of indi- 
vidual seems actually to be beyond assist- 
ance, because she does not truly desire or 
expect to be treated fespectfully or con- 
siderately by her husband. She only relates 
her various humiliating marital experiences 
or “troubles” to sympathetic ears to com- 
pensate for her behavior in allowing life— 
or another person—to treat her in a man- 
ner so offensive and unbecoming to natural 
womanly dignity, and often because she 
derives a keen sense of inner delight in re- 
living the “painful” experiences and in 
sharing with another sympathetic person 
her humiliation and martyrdom to love. 
“All pain is pleasure that springs from 
you!” is her subconscious attitude toward 
her husband, even though, in relating her 
unhappy marital experiences, she con- 
sciously rejects this truth, and so endeavors 
to satisfy the demands of her conscious 
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mind, and in this way feels that she makes 
amends and reaches a satisfactory balance 
between the opposing forces of her nature 
—her reasoning mind and distorted emo- 
tions. 

A woman who actually finds emotional 
satisfaction and deep unconscious enjoy- 
ment in her love martyrdom, in being so 
completely dominated and subjected to her 
mate’s baser nature, desires and instincts, 
is probably not willing to make the true, 
heartfelt effort involved to free herself} or 
to bestir herself sufficiently to fight the 
dark forces originating primarily in her 
own nature, where her real battle has first 
to be fought and won. But those women 
whose pride and self-esteem are stronger 
than their dark subjective masochistic de- 
sires for domination and distress at the 
hands of one they proclaim to “love” may 
well take advantage of the prevailing fight- 
ing spirit of today to “fight the Japs” in 
their own personal lives and natures and so 
free themselves from their erstwhile bond- 
age to selfish inconsiderate Nipponese-like 
mates, by expecting, demanding and re- 
ceiving their rights and privileges as 
American women, born under a flag sym- 
bolizing freedom to all who live under its 
protection. This is America, not Japan! 
In this western hemisphere a _ normal 
woman naturally expects, demands and re- 
ceives consideration and respect from the 
masculine sex, especially from the one she 
marries. It seems incongruous that today, 
when Americans everywhere are willing to 
lay down their lives to retain their an- 
cestral heritage of individual American 
rights and privileges, when they are willing 
to make the supreme effort required to pre- 
vent the possibility of invasion of tyrants 
and dictators, that there are American 
wives who continue to allow themselves to 
be treated as “less than the dust” under the 
feet of petty selfish love tyrants and dicta-

Uncertain Gemini. 


ANSWER: Not taking into considera- 
tion your own and friend’s birth hour 
(which you did not give), the indications 
in his chart are more favorable for love and 


“marriage than are yours—in fact, he ar- 


rived at his time for “true love” at the time 
you met, as his progressed Moon was then 
on his radical Sun and progressed Venus 
in Virgo. This present period shows his 
progressed Moon entering Libra, to con- 
tact his Saturn later in the year. This is 
not exactly the best time for him to marry, 
unless his hour of birth would show Saturn 
the ruler of his house of marriage. How- 
ever, it often happens that, under pro- 
gressed Moon on Saturn, any matter which 
has been culminating may come to a head, 
and in this instance, due to Saturn being 
posited in the marriage sign of Libra, mar- 
riage for him is a possibility this year. 
With your radical Venus conjunct Saturn 
in Taurus, you would be inclined to marry 
an older man, and to consider the prac- 
tical angles of marriage. Your progressed 
Moon is in the last decanate of Libra on 
the Virgo man’s progressed Sun, which 
favors your association at this time. The 
man’s Venus in Cancer falls on your Nep- 
tune, which points to an idealistic attrac- 
tion between you.

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Market Perspective 
July, 1942 


Near the last part of June, 1942, there 
are indications of what may be called 
“good news” for the bull side of the stock 
market, or at all events a greater volume 
of trading and almost certainly some 
change toward higher price levels. The 
drastic economical readjustment in the in- 
dustrial field which began late in 1941 car- 
ried the stock market depression over into 
the spring of 1942, whereas, under ordi- 
nary conditions, there should have been a 
fairly steady though slow rise in prices. 
The hesitations in March and the declines 
in April were to be expected, yet this de- 
pression is much more prolonged than the 
calculations at first indicated. A war was 
expected, that is true, but we cannot very 
well allow for it in making up a market 
forecast, because we do not know whether 
war causes higher or lower prices. There 
was only a flurry at the time of the Spanish- 
American war, and during the first World

War, or early in 1915, prices remained 
fairly steady. From this we might judge 
that war is not, of itself, any very great 
cause of financial depression. 


Weekly Trend 


Around the last of June and the first few 
days of July prices are expected to decline 
slowly, but around the 6th to 8th a stiff 
rally, followed by a decline to near the end 
of the week, with some buoyancy around 
Saturday, July 11th. 

Monday, July 13th, ought to be fairly 
buoyant, quite unsettled during the ‘bal- 
ance of the week, low near Friday the 17th 
and a slow rise Saturday the 18th. 

Monday, July 20th, again fairly strong, 
but soon turns uncertain, yet may be 
strong around the 25th. 

Week of 27th to 31st, higher prices, 
though about the 30th some decline and 
changeability to first of August. 


Resistance Levels in Market Prices 


About the middle of 1933, the average 
prices of industrial stocks, in the D.G. list, 
began to dwell just*below the 100 figure 
and remained in that vicinity for fully two 
years, or to around the middle of 1935. 

Such performances as these seemed to 
indicate that the averages have a -strong 
tendency to seek a certain level, or balance, 
about which they deviate only slightly for 
considerable periods of time. But upon 
applying various methods of statistical 
analysis, we have so far been unable to 
lay down any system of rules by means of 

-which the times or durations of these levels 
may be anticipated. A very ingenious 
theory of “inertia” was proposed some 
years ago, but it seems never to have been 
developed to the point of. usefulness in 
stock market forecasting. This theory 


postulates that “intrinsic” values, not 
prices, are the fundamentals in producing 
the phenomena of market levels. It is sup- 
posed that “intrinsic values” are “inert,” 
that is, are not readily changeable, and 
that prices must always deviate only within 
a narrow range above or below the nearly 
constant level of values. 

Here, however, the theory appears to 
stop, without offering any reliable plan for 
determining when or how values them- 
selves are likely to be affected in any 
future time. 

There really are resistance levels, and as 
a matter of fact there must be intrinsic 
values, but the statistical records of all 
these must be approached through an 
astrological theory if any hope is to be 
entertained that they might be useful in 
a reliable market forecasting system. 
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What Saturn Requires

Tees requirement of the natives of 
Cancer for the two years until June 1944 
is intimate and personal—you are required 
to develop the rich resources every man 
carries within himself and without which 
no real success in life can be gained.

N Planting Dates 

EVER Moon Sign and Phase plant 
when the Soil is bone dry. There must be 
moisture enough in the soil to start germina- 
tion at the time the seed has been planted. 

When planting, we must bear in mind 
that crops that produce their yield above 
the soil are to be planted on the “increase 
of the Moon” (New Moon or First 
Quarter). 

Crops or plants that produce their yield 
in the soil are to be planted on the “de- 
crease of the Moon” (Full Moon or Last 
Quarter). 

Plants that grow from seed with a root 
formation, similar to beans, corn, lettuce, 
oats, peas, sweetpeas, and marigolds, should 
be planted when the Moon is New or in 


' First Quarter. 


Plants that produce their crops in the 
soil and grow from a bulb formation, similar 
to beet, carrot, potato, radish, tulip and 
gladiolus, should be planted when the Moon 
is Full or in Last Quarter. 

Plant in Last Quarter only if necessary 
as it is not considered the best time for 
planting. 

The time given is “Eastern Standard 
Time.” 

Following the Full Moon, when the Moon 
is in Pisces, all day July 2nd and 3rd: a 
good time to plant. 

Last Quarter, when the Moon is in 
Taurus, at 1:21 p.m. July, 6th and all day

began to be clarified as the Sun and 
Mercury squared Neptune and Japan at- 
tacked Pearl Harbor. From March to June 
(1942), a series of aspects, including an 
eclipsed New Moon opposing Neptune, fol- 
lowed by adverse transits of Jupiter, Mars, 
Venus and a retrograde Mercury have 
brought the above problems to a closing 
climax as Mercury, now direct in motion, 
comes to the square of Neptune in Virgo. 
Thus, while Neptune will re-enter that sign 
between April and August 1943, that should 
be the mopping up period coincident to 
establishing the new set-up of Neptune in 
Libra, which will continue for the next 
fourteen years. Especially during the first 
ten days of July will the confusions, ani- 
mosities, mistakes, losses, untrustworthy 
public servants or foreign alliances, of the 
past months be brought to a climax. The 
immediate result could be a sudden Govern- 
ment reorganization of the production 
schedule, realignment of incomes, labor, 
rationing, and the use of civilian or armed 
Services, where and as needed. 

The (Libra rising) chart for the birthday 
of the United States has very interesting 
progressions, the midheaven now being 0 
degrees of Capricorn and the ascendent 0 
degrees of Aries.

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stressed the mutable signs, Sagittarius on 
the M. C. and Pisces rising, along with the 
fourteen-year transit of Neptune in Virgo. 
With this birthday, the feeling, outlook, in- 
tention and enterprise of this nation take 
on a far different tone. Self reliance, de- 
termination, personal initiative, hard work, 
courage, become the basic factors, instead 
of confusions, doubts, misplaced confidence, 
personal irresponsibility, blaming politics, 
“the system,” anybody, anything, for in- 
adequacies, failures and losses.

(influencing the following two weeks) shows

The Sun, conjunct 
Jupiter, is on the cusp of the 12th, with 
the Moon on the 6th. The Administration, 
Congress and the people appear to be work- 
ing as an aggressive, dynamic unit in estab- 
lishing a new, powerful order in national 
life.

It 
will be noted that one day each month this hour is not given. This is due to the fact 
that the time of moonrise advances approximately one hour per day and therefore 
during each month there will be a period during which this lunar day carries through 
from late P.M. of one day to early A.M. of the second succeeding day including therein 
one full day of twenty-four hours on which the moon will not rise. 

This moonrise time is given because experience has shown that it usually marks a 
crisis or turning point. For instance, radical changes in weather conditions are more 
likely to occur at the time of moonrise, and the same will apply to other general 
conditions. 

There is a relatively slight variation in the time of moonrise for various points 
on the surface of the earth. For all practical purpose the time given herewith may
